The eascntial services bill 
that will cover provincial gov¬ 
ernment and crown agency 
employees while leaving the 
door partly ajar to strike ac¬ 
tion. heads fc«* its acid test in 
the Legislature today after al¬ 
ready, drawing the wrath of 
the labor movement. 


Included as well in the 
terms ot the Essential Ser¬ 
vices Dispirtes Act — iffill 92 
— are police, firefighters and 
health care emplyee* who are 
already subject to essential 
designation. 

After huddling for several 
hours to study the bill and dis¬ 
cuss it, the B.C. Federation of 
Labor termed it a serious in¬ 
trusion into the rights of 


working people and vowed to 
back any groiq> that defied it. 

Federation secretary Len 
Guy described the bHl as “po^ 
litical manoeuvring; by a fool¬ 
ish and vain government” 
which he said was guilty of a 
“further serious intrusion into 
collective bargaining in the 
province.” 

He said it was a “two-bit 


bill that erodes the rights of 
unions.” 

“With this bill the govern¬ 
ment is able to interfere on its 
own behalf against its own 
employees. 

“Any member of the federa¬ 
tion (union) that is threatened 
by this legislation will have 
The full backing of the federa¬ 
tion in fighting it."

Bill to give Ottawa power to hold referendum 

Trudeau prepares for national 


OTTAWA (CP) — The fed¬ 
eral government is working 
on a new law that would en¬ 
able H to hold a national rel- 
ei-endum on Quebec separa¬ 
tion from (Canada, Prime Min¬ 
ister Trudeau announced 
Wednesday. 

During Cbmmons debate, 
Trudeau gave no details of 
the proposed legislation and 
his remarks were first in¬ 
terpreted as an announcement 
that a national referendum 
will be held. 

However, Paul Tellier. Tru¬ 
deau's main adviser on na¬ 
tional Tjnity, quickly clarili^ 
the annoupceiiMnt, saying the

country wants a say in any 
referendum and will not ac¬ 
cept arguments to the con¬ 
trary. 

“That's why we'll be pre¬ 
senting a law on a naticaial 
referendum,” he said. 

Trudeau said he is planning 
the law “so that the federal 
government is also able to 
consult the population of Can¬ 
ada. «f Quebec in partMar.” 

“We believe that one is not 
able to take away from Cana¬ 



da a part as essential as the 
province of Quebec without ail 
the Canadian body being con¬ 
cerned,” Trudeau said. 

”lt is for this reason that 
we are going to put before the 
House a pn^) 06 ition about a 
referendum.” 

Among the questions that 
would be at stake in the new 
legislation^ Tellier said, is 
whether the government 
should have the right to this 
one, isolated referendum or 
the light to call a referendum 
at any time on any issue. 

Other issues would be the 
liming of the national referen¬ 
dum — before or after the 
(^ebec vote independence 
— and who would control 
fund-raising for campaigns in 
favor of or against separation. 

The wording of the question 
or questions in the referen¬ 
dum would have to be decided 
also. 

In Quebec City, Parti Que- 
becois ministers reacted to 
Trudeau’s announcement with 
a “so what?” 

Tellier, who heads the unity 
group in the office of federal- 
provincial relations, said both 
his office and the justice 
ministry were designing the 
new law. He had no idea when 
it would be introduced in Par¬ 
liament.

MHIHDUSE; France — The 
body of West German indus¬ 
trialist Hanns-Martln Schleyer 
has been foimd in a parked 
car here and his kidnappers 
ilireaten that “the battle has 
only begun.” 

French district attorney 
Jean Re>naud said early 
today ScMeyer had been shot 
once below the ric^ ear. Late 
Wednesday police bad etod his 
throat had been slashed. 

Reynaud tcAd reporters a 
preliminary examination dis¬ 
closed the bullet wound and 
two other wounds on the top 
of the head. The two wounds, 
he said, appeared to have

been caused by blows from a 
heavy instrument. 

Schleyer, €2, was abducted 
Sept. 5 in Cologne, West Ger¬ 
many, in an ambush in which 
his chauffeur and three body¬ 
guards were killed.

Federation. 

His body was found stuffed 
in the trunk of a car Wedrtes- 
day night soon after a man, 
speaking in German, in¬ 
formed a left-wing French 
newspaper that “the existence 
of Mr. Hanns-Martln ScMeyer 
has been ended.”

UNITED NATIONS 
(Reuter) — UN Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim urged 
governments Wednesday to 
ratify existing anti-hijacking 
conventions, enforce their 
provisions and deny asylum to 
air pirates. 

He toid a news conference 
that the UN was poweriess 
to deal with the hijaoklng 


problem unless individual 
governments co-operate. 

Waldheim has invited Derry 
Pearce, presidoit of the Inter¬ 
national Federation of Airline 
Pilots Associations, to meet 
him here either Friday or 
next Monday. 

'The federation has threat¬ 
ened a world-wide pilots’ 
strike next Tuesday and 
Wednesday unless the UN 


takes swift action to deal wdth 
hijacking. 

Waldheim said he hoped the 
General AssemWy’s legal 
committee would speed its de¬ 
bate on an agenda item deal¬ 
ing with the taking of hos¬ 
tages.

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South Africa silences 
black papers, groups 


JOHANNESBURG (AP) — 
to a maeslve predawn crack¬ 
down, South Africa’s white 
rulers on Wednesday banned 
virtually every major black 
organization in the country, 
closed two principal black 
newspapers and detained at 
least 50 prominent blacks. 

Striking nationwide in the 
darkness, security police also 
slapped restriction orders on 
six whites and raided the of¬ 
fices and homes of black lead¬ 
ers, movements and church 
bodies. 

'The surprise government 
action effectively endfed any 
legal communication with £Uk 1 
among South Africa's blacks. 
TTie prospect was that moder¬ 
ate black leaders would be 
forced underground. 

In London, British Foreign 
Minister David Owen said: 
“The silencing of toe voices of 
those who speak for toe ma¬ 
jority in South Africa can only 


be a tragic setback” to tlie 
goal of a “new society" in the 
racially divided country. 

The crackdown, the 
toughest in this white-ruled 
nation since the early 1960s, 
came amid mounting attacks' 
on the government over the 
Sept. 12 prisOTi death of Steve 
Biko, a major South African 
black nationalist activist. 

Justice Minister James 
Kruger said that toe govern¬ 
ment was moving against or¬ 
ganizations, newspapers and 
people being used to create a 
“revMutionary climate” and 
a black-white confrontation. 

He said those detained in 
the raids would be held in 
“preventive detentiem” until 
the situation had “returned 
to normal.” 

'The goveroment measures 
provoked an immediate out¬ 
cry from blacks and liberal 
whites and raised fears of a 
violent backlash.

‘ This Ipgislation is put l>e- 
fore the house at a time when 
the province may encounter 
labor disputes which could 
have a serious impact on the 
public interest if collective 
bargaining should falter or 
break down,” Williams said. 
He pointed out that negotia¬ 
tions are about to begin in 
several key sectors. 

By keeping the lid on what 
was to come, the government 
created a sort of Suspense 
Theatre atmosfihere for the 
Legislature’s public gallery. 

The last tickets were gone 
an hour Ijefore the 4 p.m. sit¬ 
ting and long lineups made 
up mostly of unionists — 
stretched snakelike through 
the hallways. 

Siiy^e the hill was merely 
introduced, the crowded gal¬ 
leries weren’t treated to the 
details. 

But they weren’t missing 
any high drama. 

Aside from the vast widen¬ 
ing of the essential services 
umbrella, the inclusion of 
economy as a danger signal 
and a new set of penalties 
that would pour money into 
charity, there was little 
change from existing legisla¬ 
tion. 

The game seems to remain 
much the same for the three 
groups already limited in 
strike avenues because of 
their essential service tag 
jxjlice. firefighters and health 
servicp employees. 

If there is to be a strike — 
as was the case with the Hos¬ 
pital Employees’ Union in 
• 1976 - employees essential to 
the job’ would have to be de¬ 
signated ahead of time. 

The three groups will still 
have the right to elect binding 
arbitration. 


the passage of Bill 92, the 
same action could be taken 
because of an “immediate 
and substantial” threat to the 
economy and welfare of the 
province. 

The options open would be 
for the Labor Relations Board 
to designate services that 
must be maintained, or for 
the government to block any 
work stoppage with a 90-day 
cooling off period. 

A third option would be the 
appointment of b special me¬ 
diator. If confined to this, 
.strike action w'ould be legal, 
l^bor Minister Williams said. 

The appearance of qie eco¬ 
nomic barometer as a weapon 
against strikes or lockouts is 
not new. Ii has previously ap¬ 
plied only to two groups — 
railway and ferry workers. 
That condition was bom with 
enactment of the Railway and 
Ferries Bargaining Assistance 
Act in the spring of 1976. 

The proposed essential ser¬ 
vices agency would serve as a 
radar system of sorts to de¬ 
termine what Oie impact of a 
threatened job action might 
be. It wouldn’t rule in the I 
matter, but v-ould simply j 
make its recommendations to i 
cabinet. i 

Beyond this, the agency j 
i*t>uld be used to help settle ; 
disputes. And it could work 
with the |>arties to plan long- 
range strategy for protection 1 
of public interests. j 

A new feature is the "chari- ; 
table fine” in which anyone | 
disobeying an LRB or cabinet j 
order pays money into a de- , 
signated charity. For the em- j 
ployee, it would mean an ; 
amount equivalent to what he j 
or she has lost in pay during 
an illegal action. In a case 
wiiere the employer is guilty j 
(possibly through a lockout) | 
he would have to match the 
amount lost by all of his em¬ 
ployees. 

In a prepared statement 
dealing with the proposed bill, 
Williams said t^ partial or 
complete suspension of the 
right to strike would depend 
ufxm the particular danger 
factor involved. *

only to empl^ees of the pro¬ 
vincial government and of 
crown corporations and agen¬ 
cies, as well as those munici¬ 
pal employees in police work, 
fire fighting and health care 
services,” he said.

labor leaders was mi.xed and 
uncertain, ranging from a 
cautious and reluctant accep¬ 
tance to an outright claim 
that the government is headed 
for a major battle.

OTTAWA (CP) — The New 
Democratic Party ^^’ants the 
federal royal commission into 
the RC3VIP to investigate news 
reports that the police force 
keeps files on up to 90 MPs. 

Justice critic Stu Leggatt 
(New Westminster) said 
Wednesday he had asked Soli' 
citor-General Francis^ Fox by 
letter to direct the commis¬ 
sion to determine w’hcther the 
news reports are true. 

Leggatt referred to reports 
indicating “that the RCMP 
keeps and regularly refers to 
files on MPs who are in the 
news or who have lodged a 
complaint against the force.” 

He plans later to ask that 
the commission investigate 
“allegations that some MPs 
have had their offices and 
telephones bugged.” 

A spokesman for Fox said 
the minister has already said 
the commission would defini¬ 
tely investigate the reports if 
anyone raises it during the 
hearings wWch began Tues¬ 
day in Montreal. The inquiry 
is headed by Mr. Justice 
David McDonald of Alberta 
Supreme Ckmrt. 

Last month the Vancouver 
Sun quoted unidentified 
RCMP sources as saying that 
a catalogue of reports on the 
perscwial lives <rf up to 90 MPs 
were kept during the mid- 
1960s in the office of the 
PCMP commissioner.

Quebec probe revelation 

Stolen papers taken 
to Ottawa—Mountie 


MDNTREAI. (CP) An 
RCMP officer said Wednes¬ 
day that documents stolen by 
police in an illegal break-in at 
a left-wing news agency were 
taken to RCMP headquarters 
in Ottaw-a after the October, 
1972 raid.. 

Cpl. Guy Bonsant said he 
transported the documents, 
stored in two hockey bags 
weighing about 100 pounds 
each, to Ottawa along with 
former RCMP Constable Rob¬ 
ert Samson, one of the of¬ 
ficers who took part in the 
break-in. 

He said the documents were 
left at the anti-terrorist sec¬ 
tion of the Mounties’ main 
headquarters building along 
with a box which he believed 
to contain microfilm of the 
papers. 

Bonsant was testifying be¬ 
fore a Quebec commission of 
inquiry into the break-in 
which was carried out by an¬ 
ti-terrorist officers from three 


police forces at the office of . 
the Agence de Presse Libre 
du Quebec. 

He was the first of a series 
of R(3IP officers, including 
Samson, scheduled to be 
heard in the next few weeks. 

Bonsant said lhat although 
he was the RCMP officer re- 
sponsiide for sur\'eying the 
Agence de Presse Libre, he 
was never involved in the 
planning of the raid. 

He said he became involved 
on the afternoon of Oct. 6, 
hours before the break-in was 
carried out, when RCMP Sgt. 
(Tlaude Brodeur > told him to 
man an electronic bug planted 
by the RCMP in the news 
agency’s telephone. His only 
job was to inform officers in¬ 
volved in the raid whether 
anyone was in the office. 

When Brcxleur appeared in 
the witness box, however, he 
said he could not remember 
telling Bonsant to man the 
electronic listening device, 
which was kept In the 
R C M P ’ s Montreal head¬ 
quarters building. 

He. also denied testimony 
from previous witneeses that 
he had attended a number of 


organizational meetings with . 
Quebec provincial police and j 
Montreal police to plan the ■ 
break-in. | 

Several witnesses from the 
twx> Quebec forces, and a 
Montreal police document 
prepared at the time, men¬ 
tioned Brodeur as being 
present on two meetings, on 
0;t. 4,1972, and Sept. 19,1972. 

But under close questioning 
frewn commission lawyer Guy 
Decary, Brodeur would not 
back dowm from his statement 
that he had only attended a 
joint meeting on Oct. 6, the 
day of the raid. 

He insisted that he was as¬ 
signed to take part in the raid 
on the same day or the day 
before. His only job was to en¬ 
sure the security of Samson, 
the only RCMP member who 
took part in the break-in, he 
said. 
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An admission 
of failure 

BECAUSE IT WAS read by the Queen, the 
Speech from the Throne was presented and 
received with a dignity it didn’t really de¬ 
serve. Its content was little more than an admis¬ 
sion of the failure of past government policies, 
while its challenge was incredibly feeble and 
dangerously inconclusive. Certainly it fell far 
short of the type of blood-and-guts message 
Canadians might have expected its government 
to deliver if it had sincere intentions of pulling 
the country out its present economic doldrums. 

To its credit, it does make clear that the 
Trudeau administration has at long last recog¬ 
nized a basic fact of life most Canadians have 
known about for some considerable time; that 
economic stagnation and unemployment are 
this nation’s major problems. 

However, even in this regard a peculiar air 
of unreality still pervades the Ottawa scene, a 
sort of belief that the government possesses the 
God-given entitlement of demanding, without 
challenge or objection, that Canadians tighten 
their belts and practice self-discipline and fair¬ 
sharing while they,, the administration, continue 
to enjoy the privilege of frittering away the tax 
dollars with which they are so generously pro¬ 
vided. 

Apparently the principle of setting an exam¬ 
ple to the nation has yet to be accepted 
by the Trudeau menage. It can only be hoped 
that when the throne speech called upon the 
country’ to face up to the harsh realities of eco¬ 
nomic austerity the government was listening to 
its own words. 

It may also be mentioned that although the 
federal government has, on the face of things, 
reset its priorities by giving the economy and 
unemployment precedence over national unity, 
it obviously still believes that the simple, and 
expensive expedient of further extending bi¬ 
lingualism throughout Canada is the only solu¬ 
tion to bringing about a united nation. But some 
of the new methods it suggests for doing this 
may be more divisive than unifying. 

The planned amendment of the Criminal 
Code to guarantee court trials in either French 
or English anywhere in the country may be 
challenged on the grounds that such a move 
would be a breach of the Canadian constitution 
— the British North America Act. That act, still 
not patriated or amended, is most specific in the 
limits it sets for both courts and language rights. 
It reads, in part: ”... either of those Languages 
(French or English) may be used by any Person 
or in any Pleading of Process in or issuing from 
any Court of Canada established under this 
Act, and in or from all or any of the Courts of 
Quebec.” 

The catch here is that the courts of Canada, 
as described here, are held by many authorities 
to be just two: the Supreme Court and the 
Exchequer Court. 

A further hassle could also emerge from the 
fact that Section 98 of the B.N.A. Act clearly 
states that the judges of the courts of Que¬ 
bec shall be selected from the Bar of that 
province. It is the only province to enjoy this 
unique status. 

Ottawa must now ask itself if it is ready for a 
legal battle on this issue, in which its opponents 
could come from either or both the English- 
speaking and French-speaking factions. So far, 
Ottawa has avoided the courts on all matters 
touching on language rights. Perhaps the time 
has come when it must face up to the situation 
and stand by its principles rather than taking 
the easy way out by doing nothing. 

As for its other problems, the government 
has not done what it promi.sed to do during the 
last .session of Parliament, and the detailing of 
its new measures to meet the crisis situation, 
particularly in respect to unemployment, is anx¬ 
iously, but not optimistically, awaited.

In a glut of psychological deformity 


OTTAWA—Taking advantage of the 
long parliamentary recess this summer 
and fall, 1 have examined the key aspect 
of the role media agencies are playing 
in the galloping disintegration of our 
society. 

The conclusion I have reached con¬ 
firms what observant and thoughtful 
people have been hinting at for a 
long time: the mass media is destroy¬ 
ing us. It caters to the basest collec¬ 
tive impulses, feeds and magnifies sui¬ 
cidal trends in society and imposes the 
tone-setting norms of our steadily deep¬ 
ening spiritual and moral befuddle- 
ment. 

In short, it’s the impact of the all- 
powerful (yet responsible t'o no one) 
media which largely accounts for what 
Malcolm Muggeridge calls "the liberal 
death wish’* of Western civilization. 

The media does not, of course, exist 
and operate in a vacuum. It is an 
integral part and reflection of modem 
society. If it is sick, it means that 
the whole organism of our civilization 
is sick. If it oozes venom, it means that 
the blood stream of society must be full 
of poison. If it is suicidal, the whole 
culture must be saturated with hell-bent 
decadence. 

In other words, our nihilistic, self-de¬ 
structive media is not some weird 
phenomenon in the outer space of col¬ 
lective consciousness but a symptom of 
a deep disturbance within the living 
body of our every-day experiences. 

Due to its dominant role in shaping 
the public mind, putrid media not only 
reflects a serious .societal disease but 
becomes its principal carrier and multi¬ 
plier; which is exactly what our mo- 
dishly slanted media has become 


Branches of the media have literally 
turned themselves (particularly the di¬ 
rect-impact broadcasting) into a knife 
with wnich our pervert^ Liberalism 
and trendy "leftism” are cutting their 
own throats. 

Anyone with eyes to see can compile 
long daily lists of the many signs of this 
lemming-like idiocy — from glorifica¬ 
tion of sex perversions to mollycoddling 
of crime and celebration of a new barba 
rism as progress and liberation. The 
surest si^ of massive decadence and 
terminal cultural disease is, as it al¬ 
ways has been, abrogation of sexual 
conventions. 

Every serious student of history 
knows that the cruellest catastrophes ~ 
major wars, mass persecutions and 
bloody tyrannies — were always asso¬ 
ciated with the kind of animalistic, be- 
numbiing sexual dissipation which re¬ 
sults from removal of sexual restraints 
and norms. 

A mournful orgy accompanied the 
downfall of Rome, the atrocities of Atti- 
ia and (^ngbis Khan, the long me¬ 
dieval wars, the bloodbaths of mod¬ 
em totalitarian dictatorships. 

In the past two decades or so, the 
Western world has been inundated with 
a modish "counter-culture” which in 
the name of "liberalism” and "libera¬ 
tion” transformed the remaining demo¬ 
cracies into what fellow-columnist 
Morty Shulman recently called, after a 
look at the Californian prototype, "mod¬ 
em Sodom and Gomorrah.” 

A strange alliance between trendy 
‘intellectuals,” weirdo radicals and 
media garbage-mongers has produced a 
vast fetid breeding ground for vice, 
inconceivable in former ages. How did it 
happen? 



A sizable social group, which be¬ 
lieves that anything pertaining to sexu¬ 
ality can and should be publicly shown, 
has proclaimed "sexual revolution” and 
established its supremacy over intellec¬ 
tual fashions. This group, waving the 
banner of "progress” and steamrolling 
any objection as reactionary drivel, has 
been murdering our sensitivities, our 
sense of privacy, intimacy and shame, 
togeher with all other precious features 
of humanity that have evolved as char¬ 
acteristics of civilized life. 

A coalition of shallow writers, mili¬ 
tant lib-left "artists,” dogmatic sexolo¬ 
gists, narrow-minded psychologists and 
brazen smut-peddlers, motivated by ei¬ 
ther ideology or greed, has acquired 
enormous "cultural” (and consequently 
political and economic) influence 
throughout the sated and bored Western 
world.

The end effect is wholesale 
brain-washing of people, a sort of Or¬ 
wellian nightmare in which the ever¬ 
present big brother turned sexual- 
preacher does not leave us alone and 
demands constant and huimliating sub¬ 
mission to his with-it henchmen — the 
lib-left manipulators of the media and 
the academe who dictate our tastes, our 
mores, our "progressive” desires and 
our politics. 

Unless we manage to shake off the 
de-humanizing spell of this jaded "mo¬ 
dernity” and resist its perverse deca¬ 
dence which calls itself progress and 
liberation, the hedonistic rich Western 
world, and particularly sex and crime- 
intoxicated North America, is doomed 
to self-destruction.

TORONTO — As the 14th 
*tniiiversar>’ of the assassina¬ 
tion of President Kennedy 
approache.s (Nov. 22), there 
seems an unusual revival of 
interest in the case ->> al¬ 
though speculation as to who 
really was behind the murder 
has never been silent, only 
subdued. 

One of the more intriguing 
new books on Lee Harvey Os¬ 
wald is "The Oswald File” 
by British "Investigative” 
lawyer Michael Eddowes, 
It and a four-hour TV "fic¬ 
tionalized documentary” on 
what the trial of Oswald 
might have been like had not 
Jack Ruby intervened to kill 
the last known direct link 
to the slaying, ^aise questions 
— why and who? 

Over the years the persis¬ 
tent question has been the 
possibility of a plot: Rus¬ 
sians? CIA? Rightwingers? 
Oil barons? Castro? Mafia? 
Even the late President 
Johnson has been smeared as 
the possible mastermind, so 
be could get the job of presb 
dent. Such speculation is in¬ 
evitable in any mysterious, 
senseless killing. 

The TV movie has been 
criticized — rightly — from 
some quarters as being irre¬ 
sponsible and even danger¬ 
ous by implying "facts” or 
possibilities that weren’t 
there. TV can be an effective 
brain-washer. The suggestion 
in the movie that President 
Johnson phoned the special 
investigator to get him not to 
dig too deeply — to cover-up 
in effect^ seems the height 
of mischief. 

I happened to be a few feet 
from (^wald in the Dallas 
police garage when Jack 
Ruby gunned him down. And 
I covered the Ruby trial from 
first day to last. And the 
most constant question I’ve 
been asked over the years is 
if I think, as one wim had a 
spectator’s ring-side view, 
that Oswald did it alone? 


It is a question I can’t an¬ 
swer. No one can — or has. I 
have virtually no opinion. 1 
only saw Oswald killed. The 
main argument against the 
conspiracy the^ and its 
subs^uent coveT^p has al¬ 
ways been that so many peo¬ 
ple would have had to be in¬ 
volved that it seems incon¬ 
ceivable that someone, some¬ 
time, wouldn’t talk, wouldn’t 
"reveal all'’. Americans are 
the world’s greatest blabber¬ 
mouths and are rotten at si¬ 
lent conspiracies. There are 
more John Deans than Cor¬ 
don Liddys among them. 

One thing I have always 
disagreed wkh is the official 
verdict that when Jack Ruby 
shot Oswald he acted alone 
and independently from a 
misguided sense of patriot¬ 
ism and loyalty to the Ken- 
nedys. There is nothing in 
Ruby’s background or men¬ 
tality that would indicate he 
had such feelings. 

He was a small-time fringe 
character with organized 
crime connections and was 
a congenital liar. The idea of 
him becoming the self-styled 
avenger for Jackie Kennedy, 
a warped patriot, is bizarre. 

At his trial two things were 
not brought out. One, the 
abysmal lack of security at 
the Dallas police station. I, a 
total stranger in Dallas, un¬ 
shaven, rumpled and even 
sinister-looking, not only 
walked through police "secu¬ 
rity” at Dallas, but was told 
about the decoy car that was 
to transport Oswald to the 
county jail ~ and the special 
route — and 1 was allowed to 
stand among detectives when 
Oswald was shot. Not once 
was I checked for creden¬ 
tials. 

So it was no great feat for 
Ruby to get in there. The 
other thing not mentioned at 
Ruby’s mockery of a trial, 
was the immediate, sponta¬ 
neous popularity on the 
streets of Ruby’s act. When 


word of what had happened 
rippled along streets lined 
with people to watch Os¬ 
wald’s car drive by, there 
were cheers, grins, some 
back-slapping and gloating 
that "the bastard got what he 
deserved — Texas justice! ” 

Ruby was no Kennedy buff. 
In fact he was a tax-evader 
and anxious to win approval 
from underworld big-shots 
whom he admired. He liked 
to be regarded as a big man 
in the twilight society. It’d be 
easier for some source he 
respected (and feared) to 
persuade him to do the hit¬ 
man act, than for his patriot¬ 
ic conscience to so motivate 
him. Hence possibly, suspi¬ 
cion that Big Crime was in¬ 
volved in the murder. 

As years have pjassed and 
as more facts are disclosed, it 
is apparent that there was 
more to Oswald than a petty, 
mixed-up Communist agita¬ 
tor. Some observations about 
the inexplicables: 

Oswald "defected” to the 
U.S.S.R. and married the 
niece and ward of secret po¬ 
lice Colonel Prusakov 
(MVD). The possibility that 
the Soviets would let a former 
U.S. Marine defector (and 
possible CIA plant) change 
his mind and return home is 
remote. The likelihood of 
marriage with the relative of 
a high-ranking secret police 
officer being permitted, is 
doubtful. Letting Oswald, So¬ 
viet wife and ^oviet-born 
child leave without even 
screening or questioning 
them is without precedent 
and almost inconceivable. 
Except that it all happened. 

Not enough attention has 
been focused on this area » 
in fact it is covered up, down¬ 
played. Yet it may be the key 
to everything — especially 
when there is now growing 
suspicion that the Oswald 
who came back to America 
may have not been the real 


Oswald, but a KGB substi¬ 
tute. 

For that to work would en¬ 
tail someone switching his 
Marine fingerprint files. 

The above is speculation, 
based on reality. But some 
"facts” challenge compre¬ 
hension. For example, when 
he joined the Marines, Os¬ 
wald was five feet, nine 
inches tall, according to his 
Marine record. When he was 
discharged he was five feet, 
11 inches. How come? Two 
inches difference. 

A Marine identification 
card, dated Oct. 15, 1956, 
shows Oswald with "hazel” 
eyes. New Orleans police who 
held him (after distributing 
Communist literature) in Au¬ 
gust, 1963, list him as having 
"brown” eyes. Various em¬ 
ployment forms in the past 
show him with "grey” eyes. 
Dallas police who arrested 
him as the killer of officer 
Tippet and as the suspect 
slayer of President Kennedy, 
list him as having "blue” 
eyes! It is taxing credulity, 
too, to think that the Dallas 
police, with a suspect presi¬ 
dential slayer in their hands, 
would be so casual as to mix 
up blue and brown eyes. 

Also, Oswald’s signatures 
on the police forms differ — 
at least one wasn’t signed 
by him. 

Another "fact” that taxes 
comprehension is that the 
FBI would "destroy” a letter 
to them from Oswald, deli¬ 
vered 10 days before Ken¬ 
nedy’s slaying. But this hap¬ 
pened. J. Edgar Hoover, now 
safely deceased, is blamed 
for this cover-up to save em¬ 
barrassment. 

Who knows what the truth 
is? But increasingly the theo¬ 
ry that Kennedy might have 
been the victim of an interna¬ 
tional plot that was covered 
up in order to avoid war, has 
to be considered. It is unlike¬ 
ly that the truth will emerge 
in our life-time ... if ever. 


Sweden takes 


new approach 
to child care

NEW YORK, N Y. — Chil¬ 
dren born outside marriage 
will no longer be publicly 
branded "illegitimate,” ac¬ 
cording to a new law in Swe¬ 
den. 

In a move to preserve the 
rights and dignity of children, 
the Swedes have taken what 
may be a pioneering step in a 
sensitive area, a timely event 
as the world nears the Inter¬ 
national Year of the Child — 
1979—a year that also marks 
the 20th anniversary of the 
UN Declaration of the Rights 
of the Child. 

The new Swedish law, 
which went into effect in Jan¬ 
uary, obliterates all refer¬ 
ence to children as born ei¬ 
ther inside or outside mar¬ 
riage. The words "child” or 
"children" will stand by 
themselves in all laws and 
regulations. 

A bulletin published by the 
Swedish Institute, whose ma¬ 
terial was highli^ted in the 
first issue of a newsletter 
compiled by Sylvia Rhodes of 
the Internatinal Year of the 
Child Secretariat, reports 
this and other world-wide 
special activities by UN 
member-countries on behalf 
of children. 

The approach to child pro¬ 
tection in Sweden is non-puni- 
tive. The government neither 
wishes to punish the mother 
for bearing a child outside of 
marriage nor does it accept 
the traditional idea that the 
father "make himself 
scarce.” In fact, at a UNI¬ 
CEF conference as far back 
as the 1960s, it was disclosed 
that in 90 per cent of the 
paternities investigated, the 
father voluntarily came 
forward. Solo children there 
are afforded protection pre¬ 
viously unavailable to them. 

For instance, they now 
have the right to receive 
maintenance from both par¬ 
ents; they now may inherit 
from both; they have the 
right to adopt either sur¬ 
name; and ultimately may 
even enjoy any pension and 
insurance benefits. 

Another far-reaching pro¬ 
tective step came into force 
this year—the Joint Custody 


of Children Act, which en¬ 
ables the parents, even if 
they are not married, to 
share custody of and act as 
guardians to their children. 
There must be voluntary 
agreement on this arrange¬ 
ment. This is most important 
in cases where couples are 
living in a relationship that 
resembles marriage. It is 
called a non-registered mar¬ 
riage. 

The new trend in child-par¬ 
ent relationships, according 
to Swedish legislators, steers 
away from the traditional 
custodianship of the child by 
the female in the event she is 
not married. A court might 
decide to place.the child with 
the father, for the child’s 
good. The idea that joint cus¬ 
tody may be exercised with¬ 
out marriage is a thoroughly 
new socio-legal reform. 

This same principle applies 
to divorce, if there is agree¬ 
ment on exercising joint cus¬ 
tody. The law is based on the 
premise that men and.women 
are equals and that, when it 
is in the interest of both par¬ 
ents to co-operate in the care 
of their children, the law 
shall not impede but should 
facilitate a healthful solution. 

This Swedish legislation is 
an asset, according to Brigit- 
ta Linner, who wrote the 
Swedish Institute’s resource 
paper on the subject. She 
says, "There are a large 
number of countries ... that 
are anxious to get away from 
the traditional division of 
children into two cate¬ 
gories.” She sees the legal 
change as a double-barreled 
asset; 

1. Illegitimate children wiH 
no longer have to bear the 
burden "that they don’t 
exist^ but their future is in a 
positive sense. 

2. The new law clarifies 
what has been murky — the 
one-parent family. Whether 
the reference is to a solo 
mother or a solo father with 
small children, it is a new 
legal category. In Sweden, 
the unwed are encouraged 
not to withdraw, but to adapt 
to the situation with the sup¬ 
port of the social service sys¬ 
tem.

rr B PAINFULLY OBVIOUS our Trudeau buck does 
not contain the necessary Sanforized label. Our dollar 
Is down a dime In relation to the U.S. dollar and while 
there are those who will pontificate this Is, In reality, 
good for Canadian exports, It is precious little solace to 
those who have holiday plans for such salubrious 
wintering spots as Hawaii or Florida. Also points up. 
In rather dramatic terms, that our economy is In very 
shabby condition indeed. 

It points up the almost unbelieveahle mismanage¬ 
ment of our finances by the present government; and 
while the prime minister is probably bang on in 
describing us as “soft’' and looking for too much for 
too little, a succession of flnance ministers, under his 
guidance, have done nothing to get this nation back on 
a sensible economic road. 

Our policies have been bandald medication, 
whereas the ailment called for drastic surgery. The 
Liberal power structure must shoulder the blame. The 
serious mistakes go back to the Lester Pearson 
regime when Pearson caved in to the strike threat of 
seaway workers by giving them an unheard-of 30 per 
cent wage hike. The flcM^ gates were open, It was 
Russian roulette at the bargaining table as all civil 
servants decided to get the same piece of the pie 
dished out to the seaway chaps. Naturally, the private 
sector work force followed suit and double digit infla¬ 
tion became an obscene reality. 


WE HAVE BEEN LOOKING down the barrel of 
recession for nearly two years and it Is not out of the 
question that we might soon be looking down the more 
menacing barrel of depression. 

United States senator Jacob Javits, long consi¬ 
dered one of the best economic brains in the U.S. 
government, was recently asked If he anticipated 
anything as severe as the great depression of the 
Thirties. 

Javits replied that he thought it was a certainty 
and that all governments have been remiss In not 
anticipating or preparing for such an emergency. 

Having been a happy-r-go—lucky youngster during 
that terrible period of our history, it Is difficult to 
appreciate the depths of despair that covered the land. 
My family was poor, but my fathtf was working. 
There was food on the table and enAlrpatched—up 
clothing to go around. It was no great trauma to 
myself or other youngsters of our community simply 
because we didn’t know any better. We did not come In 
contact with families with reasonable affluence. Hell, 
we thought everybody lived the way we did. 

But for our parents It was day after day of 
scrimping, borrowing and worrying. Of wondering too 
— wondering if tomorrow could possibly bring more 
hardships, more necessary sacrifices. They got 
through that depression, but the scars were many and 
deep. Those who lived it are the first to decry the 
suicidal financial policies of our ^vernment today. 
The record of the past 20 years is a litany of permissi¬ 
veness, sloth, gre^ and the belief we can get some¬ 
thing for nothing. Plus the refusal to learn from the 
dreadful happenings of the Dirty Thirties. 


IT IS A WIDELY—HELD fallacy the Great De¬ 
pression was caused by the Wall Street collapse, 
whereas. In fact, the Wall Street collapse was merely a 
direct result of wild, uncontrolled spending, of a 
mistaken Impression there was no bottom to the well. 
Governments of that day were every bit as culpable as 
are the governments of today. They were governments 
devoid of backbone, completely out of touch with the 
reality of human greed and other everyday fallings. 

They covered their shortcomings by the printing 
of more money until the money, as was the case In 
Germany, became almost useless. It took wheelbar¬ 
rows to transport enough German marks to pay for the 
weekly trip to the food market. That lesson has been 
wasted. Our Canadian government has been making 
regular visitations to the friendly mint for years. Print 
up a new batch has been the order of the day and much 
— nearly all — has been gobbled up by a runaway 
government bureaucracy. 

Prime Minister Trudeau is right that we have 
become soft, but much of the softness has come about 
because his party has allowed greater and greater 
freedom to the masses — freedom not needed nor 
warranted. Our great possessions will not mean a 
tinker’s dam if a full—figged depression becomes the 
reality predicted by many. Our great saleriea.have 
been gained at a very expensive cost and in the crunch

A funny thing happened to the Downtown Merchants* 
Association on the way to city hall. 

A delegation from the association, led by Mel Couve- 
Her, wanted to make a presentation to city council last 
Monday. The aldermen had no objection. But Couvelier 
then requested that the meeting be held in camera. 

The aldermen reacted as if they had been attacked by 
a swarm of killer bees. No way, they said. They didn’t 
care what the merchants bad to say, the meeting would be 
held in the open, or not at all. 

Aid. Murray Glazier told the delegation council had 
been accused of bolding secret meetings too often and 
for some reason, he always seemed to get the lion’s 
share of the blame. 

Our city fathers went one step further. They turned 
copies of the brief, which the merchants wanted to submit, 
over to City Manager James Bramley.Mayor Michael 
Young said he didn’t want to be caught dead with a copy of 
the brief in his possession. Just in case details of the 
contents might leak to the press. 

The aldermen immediately followed his example and 
Bramley ended up with an arm-full of briefs. 

It*t very commendable that city council apparently 
has decided to put a stop to secret meetings, but did they 
have to drop their copies of the brief like hot potatoes? I 
mean, where is a reporter going to get the contents of 
the brief, unless be can pump the council members for in¬ 
formation.? 

Fortunately, there are other sources. Basically, the 
brief proposes that the city use about $200,000 of its reve¬ 
nue from parkades to promote downtown as the re¬ 
gion’s largest shopping centre.The association stresses that 
a financially - healthy core is necessary for the city’s future. 

One more word about the association’s request to dis¬ 
cuss the matter behind closed doors. Their reason was^that 
the brief hadn’t been cleared with the membership. That is 
to be done at a meeting this morning. 

But Couvelier siumld have know better than to ask. 
He’s been in politics. As a former Saanich alderman be 
has had exposure to the press and should know that secret 
meetings, for whatever reason, go over like a lead bal¬ 
loon.

Another funny thing happened last Monday. City coun- 


cil,in a meeting of the committee of the whole, finally dealt 
with the pinball joint controversy. As it turned out, council is 
still pussy-footing around. They don’t like pinball arcades, 
but they shy away from banning them completely. In¬ 
stead, they have limited the number of machines in eadi 
estabUshment to four. 

The effect is the same. No pinball arcade can oper¬ 
ate successfully with just four machines. 

But that wasn’t the strange Incident I meant to 
talk about. When the discussion began, one alderman 
was In favor of pinball arcades, another wasn’t pre¬ 
pared to put a ban on them because it would legislate the 
only existing operator in the city out of business. 

They both changed their minds after listening to a 
gentleman from Winnipeg who said he wanted to open a 
pinball arcade In Harbor Square on Government.The 
gentleman’s name was Henry Fenner and he strode 
into the meeting radiating confidence in himself and his 
plans. 

He spoke of good operations and bad operations, and 
the aldermen listened in awe as he talked about some pin¬ 
ball parlors in the U.S. which had several hundred ma¬ 
chines. 

He did himself in the eye when he said he had fallen in 
love with the province and the city and wanted to make 
a home here for himself and his pinball machines. 

He said he planned to eventually have pinball par¬ 
lors in every shopping centre and it sounded asMf he wished 
to cover every square foot of the province with his ma¬ 
chines. 

Aid. John Hayes, who had supported pinball arcades 
before, had no difficulty zapping them now by voting in 
favor of Umlting the number of machines to four. Aid. Ro¬ 
bert Wright suggested that Fenner should be sent to all 
other Greater Victoria municipalities to state his case. 
The result would be that pinball arcades would be out¬ 
lawed everywhere. 

At one point Fenner told council he had been advised 
to take a lawyer, but he had decided to plead his case 
himself because he knew more about pinball machines. 

The original advice was excellent and Fenner should 
have taken it. As it is, he set the cause of pinbaU arcades 
in Victoria back by 20 years. 


Talk Politics with Jim Hume 


LONDON — When incentives in the form of government 
^ants or tax concessions are mentioned to encourage 
industry to locate in British Columbia, eyebrows raise. 

That isn’t the way it is in the United Kingdom or Europe 
where the scramble for the foreign Investment dollar is 
ruthless, the “bribes” and the payoff high. And there could 
be no better example of those high stakes — for the 
government and the company making the Investment — 
than the one involving the Foi^ Motor Company and a new 
engine manufacturing plant to be built at Bridgend in South 
Wales. 

When it Is In operation, the plant Will employ 2,500 
workers. The capital cost of the project has been estimated 
at 185 million pounds. Government subsidies and incentives 
have been estimated at 70 million pounds, or 31,500 pounds 
per job. 

But that’s the end of the stor>'. The start and the middle 
are the most fascinating. 

During recent days London newspapers have been busy 
stitching the fabric of the British,government — Ford deal 
together, with The Sunday Times finally bringing it all 
together in detailed sequence. 

It all started about nine months ago when Ford-Europe 
decided it needed a new engine-making plant to meet the 
anticipated demands of the I980’s. Ford has major plants in 
Britain, Germany, France, Belgium and Spain. It wanted its 
new engine plant in one of those countries or maybe, as an 
outside choice, Ireland. ■ 

When multi-national companies like Ford start to move 
on such projects they don’t send brass bands in front of 
them. They move quietly, efficiently and most secretively. 
As a result it was June before the governments of any of the 
countries likely to receive the investment plum knew any¬ 
thing was afoot. West Germany, with a top-flight industrial 
spy system, waslhe first to catch the nimble. 

Unfortunately for Germany, the first hints that Ford 
was about to make a major move with a brand new 
manufacturing plant came at a time of political unrest 
involvine financial scandals. 

The British, and more specifically the Welsh, were soon 
alerted to the fact that big things were happening behind the 
scenes and were quick to put together their proposals to 
Ford. 

It was while talking to the Welsh Department of Indus¬ 
try that Ford was first advised of the “Incentives” available 
to the company should it locate in Wales. 

Wales was not the only interested party offering “incen¬ 
tives.” The Sunday Times says that the “incentive” offer 
from Germany was so “stupendous” that Ford insiders 
were joking it was just about: “you can have my daughter if 
we can have the plant.” 

With that sort of competition (France and Spain were in 
there, too, and Ireland later and almost hopelessly) it was 
time to bring on the heavies and to use a little psychology. 

On the British side the heavy turned out to be none other 
than Prime Minister James Callaghan with a telephoned 
invitation to Henry Ford II to drop into 10 Downing Street for 
lunch. Henry did, and sources over here say the conversa¬ 
tion was basically on the theme: “Henry, we’re turning this 
country around and you can help.” 

Lunch at Number 10 led to another meeting between the 
Prime Minister and Ford, but even the six-man reporting 
team from The Sunday Times has been unable to crack the 
date, location or topic. 

Office it to say in the interests of brevity that by this 
time the Irish had scraped together incentives totalling 
around 50 million pounds, the German offer remained 
“stupendous” but unknown in detail, and the British in 
general, the Welsh in particular, were offering 22^ per cent 
of t'ne capital cost if Ford would locate at a place called 
MIskin in Wales. 

With the deal already apparently salted away with the 
Welsh-British negotiators, Ford made a last minute deci¬ 
sion. He wanted the new plant located near Bridgend, closer 
to the easy transportation system needed to make the plant 
a success. 

Miskin, with its industrial incentives set at 22^ per cent, 
was offering Ford 70 million pounds to prime the pump. 
Bridgend, so the rules say, could only oHer a 20 per cent 
incentive. 

Just when Ford delivered his final message nobody 
knows, but there was no misunderstanding it when it came. 
“We want Bndgend and we want the same package we’d get 
at Miskin ” And they gave the British a day to come up with 
a decision 

The sign announcing the project — in Welsh and English 
— went up outside Bridgend a couple of weeks back, shortly 
after Callaghan announced his great triumph to the annual 
Labor Party convention in Britton. 

No one challenges the need for the industry, especially 
in depressed South Wales, but questions are already being 


voiced as to how far the government should have gone to 
entice Ford to the U.K. with another major plant. 

And the whole story is being told only as a backdrop to 
Callaghan’s refusal to lean on Ford at its 35,000-worker 
Dagenham plant here, to settle a wage dispute for 10 per 
cent or less, the national voluntary guidelines. Callaghan 
has refused to intervene even thou^ a breach of the 
guideUnes by Ford could threaten the entire anti-inflation 
program and Callaghan’s future. 

But at least now the world knows why he won’t lean on 
the American giant. 


I have a feeling James Maxwell wants to beat Saan¬ 
ich Mayor Ed Lum on a shoestring budget, but It isn’t 
going to work.

A reporter who gets involv^ in someone’s campaign 
while writing on municipal affairs at the same time de¬ 
serves to have his butt kicked - right out of the business. 

All I’m interested in is a contest for the mayor’s 
chair. The closer the race, the better, especially in 
Saanich which is just bursting at the seams with contro- 
versies.But if after a good fight Lum gets back in, that’s 
fine with me.

The Dow Jones index 
showed a loss of about two 
points at mid-day after drift¬ 
ing aimlessly through the first 
half c£ the sessicxi. 

But it lapsed into a steady 
slide after the commerce de¬ 
partment reported that the 
gross national product grew 
at a 3.8 per cent annual rate, 
after adjustment for inflation, 
in the third quarter. 

The growth rate was down 
from 7.5 and 6.2 per cent In 
the first two quarters of the 
year. 

Wall Street had been ex¬ 
pecting a drop in GNP 
growth, given other indica¬ 
tions in the past few montlw 
that the economy had lost a bdt 
of its zip. But the news never¬ 
theless seemed to add to the 
recent edgy mood of the mar¬ 
ket. 

Brokers said traders were 
also looking ahead warily to 
Thursday afternoon’s weekly 
report by the Federal Reserve 
Board on money and credit 
conditions. They noted fears 
of another sharp rise hi the 
basic measure at the money 
supply that might lead to fur¬ 
ther credit-tightening by the 
board.

Fliakos cited figures giving: 
1977 wwld oil demand at an 
average 50.2 million barrels a 
day. He said this will increase 
in 1978 to 52 million barrels a 
day.

No growth means change 


WINNIPEG (CP) — U.S. 
economist Robert Heilbroner 
said Wednesday that industri¬ 
al sbdety — incdiiding politi¬ 
cal sj'stems — will have to 
change to cope with pressures 
of a no-gro^ world econ¬ 
omy. 

He said industrial growth 
cannot go on indefinitely. The 
world may have only enough 
oil for another 23 years, and 
other resources may take only 
a little longer to exhaust 
themselves. 

"The earth is screaming In 
ways to indicate w'e are push¬ 
ing on its extremes of endur¬ 
ance," said Heilbroner, an au¬ 
thor and professor of econom¬ 


ics at the New School for So* 
cial Reserch. 

Speaking to a conference on 
values and morals In modem 
life, Heilbroner said the capi¬ 
talist eccxiomy has grown en¬ 
ormously ov'er die last 150 
years, at a sort of compound 
interest rate. 

"My guess is It will be pos¬ 
sible for us to keep on^grow- 
Ing — business as usual — for 
about another 25 years,” he 
said. But this period may be 
followed by 25 years of slow¬ 
ing down. 

Heilbroner said when these 
pressures sharpen, capitalism 
likely won’t be able to survive 
wlth^t a radical change, be¬ 


cause the market system is 
linked closely to the need for 
growdv 

"I find it difficult to imag¬ 
ine a capitalism adjusting it¬ 
self to a straitjacket,” he 
said. Governments will have 
to restrict operation of their 
eccMiomies, for the sake of 
tuurvival. 

"Governments will use their 
power to prevent their sys¬ 
tems from committing sui¬ 
cide,” he said. "I see capital¬ 
ism inevitably drifting Into 
some kind of state control, a 
state capitalism.” 

He said democracy proba¬ 
bly will face an uphill battle, 
and the most likely prospect In 


Most money lessons painfully learned

The getting and spending of 
money is a preoccupation of 
moBt of us. The prudence with 
which we are able to perform 
these functions can be demon¬ 
strated by peeking at the cur^ 
rent bank balance. 

Such achievements are 
usually the results of lessons 
painfully learned. How many 
I>arents take time out to teach 
their offspring such lessons? 
Not enough, says Patricia 
Bums of Montreal, a mofiier 
of three, who is the home 
money nanagement consul¬ 
tant to the Bank of Montreal. 

This Ignorance of money 
matters comes to a head gen¬ 
erally after the youngster 
leaves home, Mrs. Bums said 
in an interview Wednesday, 
and manifests itself in many 
%\ays in the 2>40 years age 
bracket 

"The trouble Is that many 
>Oung people today are able 
to enjoy luxuriee at home 


today, but don't have much 
realization of how their 
parents are able to afford 
them. 

"Then they go out into the 
world and can’t understand, 
now that they're on their own, 
why those luxuries aren’t so 
easy to come by. They feel 
that they’re supposed to have 
them, sort of a right," she 
added. 

The consultant went on to 
say that improvements could 
be made in schools’ methods 
of mcxiey instruction. 

"The next stage Is mar¬ 
riage. How many young cou¬ 
ples actually sit down and 
aeriously discuss beforehand 
what their goals are? They 
only ask themselveB; “How 
much will we have coming in 
after we’re married?” 

Mrs. Bums said that it Is 
very revealing to conduct a 
quiz at groups of proepective 
brides to ask them just what 
they knew of their fiancee’s 
views and intentions about

money. Most know iwthing, 
she said. 

Later married life has prob¬ 
lems of its own, she said. Too 
many times widows are left 
with little or no knowledge of 
their husband’s business af¬ 
fairs -- even to the point of 
knowing whether or not he 
had a will. 

"It’^ most often a tradi¬ 
tional thing with older women 
today to not know. But, foiv 
tunately, people’s attitudes in 
this respect are changing,” 
she said. 

(Proof of that came earlier 
this year when the Bank of 
Montreal published a little 
40'page handbook entitled 
Money — What Every Woman 
Should Kxnyw. The bank 
thought that it had printed a 
year's supply, but the edition 
was gone from all Its 
branches within three months. 
It is hastily being reprinted. 

"Mrs. Bums keeps her eyes 
and ears open in money mat¬ 


ters. Among her advice and 
observations: 

• Real estete, despite an 
average price of $56,000 for a 
house in Canada, is still' a 
good buy for tbe old rea¬ 
sons. She feels that prices will 
continue to rise. 

• For young couples faced 
with a staggering mortgage, 
reduce the principal as much 
as you can every time the 
mortgage comes up for re¬ 
newal. 

• People ere "pulling in 
their horns" financially. Sav¬ 
ings accounts are growing 
and she explains her bank’s 
new drive for deposits as nec¬ 
essary to obtain new funds for 
lending purposes, thereby 
speeding np the turnover of 
money and evwitually reduc¬ 
ing interest rates. 

• Oommunicati<xi is the 
key to most homefront finan¬ 
cial worries. Define your 
goals.

Heilbroner said changed 
circumstances likely will re¬ 
quire a change in popular at¬ 
titudes, away from individu¬ 
alistic hedonism to « mixture 
of group and private spiritual 
values. It probably will be 
much more difficult for peo¬ 
ple to "do their own thing." 

I. H. Asper, a Winnipeg tax 
lawyer and former leader of 
the Manitoba Liberal Party, 
said revolution and wars b^ 
tween rich and poor nations 
would be the likely outcome 
of such a situation. 

"I don’t accept the inevita¬ 
bility of the thesis. There are 
limits to growth as we’ve 
known it, but I don’t believe 
there are absolute and defi¬ 
nite limits to growth.” 

A s p 0-r, chairman of 
C^West Capital Ccnp., a Vlfin- 
ndpeg-beeed venture capital or¬ 
ganization, said he could fore¬ 
see a related society but 
not a tightly-oontroUed one. 

He said efforts should be 
directed to soKitkxis that 
would buy more time for soci¬ 
ety, allowing the continued 
survival of individual en¬ 
terprise, private property and 
capitalism.

Some of these countries are 
refusing to shoulder the bur¬ 
den, (^onick said. A major 
clash may be shaping up be¬ 
tween the rich nations and the 
under-developed countries, 
pitting the white populations 
against the Mack and yeUow 
peoples of the world. 


"How do we ensure that the 
scarcity of the future will be 
at least equally shared?” he 
asked. "Are we facing the 
new prospect of a class war, 
domestically and interna¬ 
tionally?"

DETROIT (AP)-Car8 with 
plastic bumpers may roll off 
the assembly lines in the next 
few years, an executive of the 
Ford Motor Co. predicted 
Tuesday. 

Robert Gerrlty, general 
manager of Ford plastics, 
paint cmd vinyl division, said 
manufacturers are making 
more car parts out of plastic 
because it is lighter and 
cheaper than most metals 
and does not corrode. 

By 1985, Gerrlty said, cars 
may be more than 10 per cent 
plastic as manufacturers trim 
weight in an effort to Increase 
gasoline mileage to the 
average of 27 miles a gallon 
that will be required then.

Attempted-murder accused 
‘felt he was fighting war’ 


A man on trial for attempt¬ 
ed murder believed at the. 
time of the shooting incident 
that he was fighting in a 
world war, a psychiatrist said 
Wednesday in Victoria provin¬ 
cial court 

Roger McDonald. 24, be¬ 
lieved on Feb. 25 that “a 
drastic war iwas going on in 
the world, and that he was a 
soldier in that war,” Dr. Ken¬ 
neth McLeod of Victoria tes¬ 
tified. Judge FYed Giles pre¬ 
sided at the trial. 

McLeod works with the 
torenaic unit of the Eric Mai^ 
tin Institute, and said he had 
interviewed McDonald five 
times between February and 
Oct 19. 

The shooting incident to 
which McLeod referred took 
place about 7 p.m. on July 25. 
when McDonald allegedly car¬ 
ried a rifle and briefcase into 
apartment IDS of the Quinto 
Manor on 3800 Quadra, sat 
down, took one or two sips of 
beer, and then fired the .303 
calibre Lee-Enficld rifle into 
the abdmneh of one of the oc¬ 
cupants, Alan Kaukanen. 

Kaukanen told crown coun¬ 
sel Armand Petronio that 
McDonald, of no fixed 
address, wore green- 
camouflage, khaki-type cloth¬ 
ing that resemUed a military 
outfit 

Based on subsequent inters 
views, Mclieod said that 
McDooaM “felt hhnself to be 
under attack, and at the same 
time, to be God.” 

He said McDonald also be¬ 
lieved he was receiving in¬ 
structions from the devil. 

“He felt himself to be a 
member of a law enforcement 
agency, and that his mind 
was controlled ... he heard 
voices, and at times the 
voices directed his behavior. 

“Alt otfser tfanes I inferred 
that he felt the voice mlsht be 
that of the devil,” McLeod 
testified. 

yULeoA concluded; “I was 
left with the opinion that' 
there was evidence of a major 
mental illness.” 

He said that before goifSg to 
Kaukanen*s apartment. 
McDonald heard a voice that 
said, "Get ready.” 

Questioned by the crown, 
McLeod at first said McDon¬ 
ald would have been “unable 
to appreciate, in the fullest 
sense of the word, the nature 
and qiudity of his act.” 

But when questioned later 
by defence counsel Patrtok 
Sweeney, he said McDonald 
would have toought his ac¬ 
tions were “legally and mor¬ 
ally right” particularly If he 
felt himself to be God, or on a 


mission of some kind, or part 
of a law enforcement agency. 
According to both the de¬ 
fence and crown, the crux of 
the trial was whether McDon¬ 
ald was sane or insane at the 
time of the shooting. 

and another psy¬ 
chiatrist. Dr. Joseph Joseph, 
clinical director at the Foren¬ 
sic Institute in Essondale tes¬ 
tified that McDonald suffered 
from schizophrenia. 

Schizoplnrenia is a chronic 
disease that affects human 
behavior and usually requires 


continuous medical treatment. 

Joseph said the McDonald 
was ait Essondale from 
March 4 to Sept. L During 
that time McDonald told staff 
that he was an RCMP under¬ 
cover agent, that he had writ¬ 
ten symphonies which were 
stolen from him when he was 
arrested, and that the staff 
was trying to poison him. 

The staff later discovered 
that medication McDonald 
was receiving for his schi¬ 
zophrenia was giving him al¬ 
lergic reactions. 


Hospital plan 
encounters 
new obstacle 


Planning for the new Vic¬ 
toria General hospital on 
Helmcken Road encountered 
yet another obstacle, this one 
of undetermined size, Wednes¬ 
day night 

Pediatricians Dr. Andrew 
Gillespie and Dr. Basil Boul¬ 
ton told the regional hospital 
and health planning commis¬ 
sion that present plans for di¬ 
viding cbstetrics and newborn 
services from pediatric ser¬ 
vices go against all current 
medical reconnmendations, 
and that other solutions could 
be not only better medically, 
but loss costly. 

In an emotion-charged pre¬ 
sentation, Boulton told the 
committee that area pediatri¬ 
cians had tried aRfl failed to 
emphasize this point for over 
a year to various .subcommit¬ 
tees involved with planning 
the new hospital. 

The decisions being made. 
Boulton said, “will be affect¬ 
ing health care tor two gener¬ 
ations, ac will have to be un¬ 
done at tremendous cost, not 
in terms of dollars, but in 
terms of lives, and in terms of 
long-tonn dteabilities that 
will cost and cost and cost.” 

The pecttatricians recom¬ 
mended that obstetrics, new¬ 
born medical services, and 
pediatrics be kept at one site, 
preferably the Royal Jubilee. 
The Richmond Pavilion could 
be made into a regional obste¬ 
trics facility at a cost of about 
%2 million, as opposed to toe 
S6.6 million which obstetric 
services will cost at toe new 
hospital, they said. 

The beds freed at the new 
Victoria General for other 
than obstetrics use would in¬ 
crease the number of general 
medical beds at the hospital, 
answering a pressing need 
there, to^ said. 

The pevfiatricianB had sever¬ 


al strikes against them, as 
members of the hospital and 
health planning commission 
qidckly pointed out. 

• E^aiiier reports done for 
the commission gave no in- 
dication of the need for'keep¬ 
ing the services bjgetoer. 

• PQianning tor toe new 
hospital is at a critical state, 
and a decision to make 
changes would bold it up. 

• Even a derision to com¬ 
bine tiie services in the sec¬ 
ond phase of the new hospital 
would ha\’e immediate ramifi- 
caticwis for planning at the Ju¬ 
bilee, nosv nearly finished. 

• The periiatricians earlier 
failed to make their case to 
the commissions adivsorj- 
committees, wblch cemtain a 
number of doctors, and their 
request for modification will 
have to go back to those same 
committees before the com¬ 
mission can take any action. 

The commission was un¬ 
willing to make any dianges 
to its present planning proce¬ 
dures, but did agree to send 
the pediatrician's recommetv- 
dhtions \?ack to its advisory 
conrmdllteei tor expert ad¬ 
vice.

Joseph said that McDonald 
also told staff: “It’s just toe 
same within the FVl (Foren¬ 
sic Psychiatric Institute) as it 
is without.” 

Kaukan«i. the man who 
was shot, said that he and his 
wife and four-yearold daugh¬ 
ter were in the apartment at 
the time. He said none of 
them gave any provocation to 
McDonald, and that he had 
met him only once before, 
briefly. 

Kaukanen described the 
shooting. He said he stood up 
from his chair to see if the 
bolt on the rifle was pulled 
back. 

“I had only taken maybe 
two steps. He just looked at 
me, then fired. I just heard 
the one ... big roar. I thought 
I was blown apart. Every¬ 
thing seemed to explode. I fell 
down.” 

He said, “I saw blood all 
over the place ... my hands 
were covered with blood, my 
intestines were coming out.” 

When Kaukanen looked up 
at McDonald and asked him 
why he fired toe shot, McDon¬ 
ald “You stink, you 

stiidc.” 

Kaukanen said he later re¬ 
quired several operations and 
that tor two months he had to 
wear a device in which his 
body wastes were emptied. 

Victoria police Sgt Terry 
Toone said he arrested 
MsDonald about 8:50 p.m. on 
Feb. 25 at toe Salvation Army 
hostel on Johnson Street. 

(During this time a special 
tactical police force wearing 
fatigues and toques and car¬ 
rying pump-action shotguns, 
stormed the Qulntro Manor in 
search of Kaukanen’s assail¬ 
ant.) 

McDonald became violent 
and aggressive, Toone said, 
and displayed unusual 
strength. Upon arrest, 
McDonald defecated in his 
pants, he said. 

MdDonald sat through the 
trial with his hands folded on 
his lap. or rocked back and 
forth on the rear legs of his 
chair. 

McDonald wiUl stay at Wil¬ 
kinson Road jail in Saanich 
until Dec. 2, when toe trial 
resumes in provincial court. 


Aid. John Mika has raised 
questions about what he calls 
“proposed special treatment” 
in the draft community plan 
of land at Douglas and 
McKenzie owned by Saanich 
Mayor Ed Lum. 

The questions, in a letter 
delievered Wednesday to Aid. 
Fred Severson, chairman of 
council’s lands, planning and 
housing committee, came on 
the eve of tonight’s crucial 
meeting of the committee 
which will deal vrith five 
aspects the plan. 

Mika said that currently the 
entire northeast quadrant of 
the intersection is roned A-1 
Rural with most of the land in 
the Agricultural Land R^ 
serve. The remaining quad¬ 
rants. zoned tor single-family 
hou8ing>.^are scheduled to re¬ 
main so uhde^JUe plan. 

“IT SEEMS STRANGE that 
of the four parcels of land, 
only the northeast quadrant is 
selected tor dense develop¬ 
ment although it is the one 
quadrant that obviously can 
and should be retained for ag¬ 
ricultural and greenbelt pur¬ 
poses along the freeway,” he 
said. 

The plan, he said, goes 
beyond proposing single-fami¬ 
ly homes tor the Lum proper¬ 
ty. It designates the corner 
5.15-acre lot as an isolated 
tourist-commercial zone tor 
oonstruction of motels or 
hot^. 

The surrounding 15 acres, 
on McKenzie, Rainbow and 
Douglas, are designated for a 
housing mix of townhouscs 
and apartment Mocks on what 
is now agricttitural reserve 
land, he said. 

Not only would this create 
an exclusive multiple-dwelling 
"island” on the quadrant but 
the spotting of tourist accom¬ 
modation on the northeast 
comer was “most peculiar,’.’ 
Mika said. 

“IT IS PATENTLY illogical 
to place tourist accommo¬ 
dation on the east, or out¬ 
bound, side of Douglas,” he 
said. 

Seven of the eight motels 
betw^een the Rpyal Oak Inn 
and Tolmie are on the west 
side of Douglas, ^ka said, 
noting that Incoming tourists 
would be forced to make two 
left turns across busy traffic 
arteries to reach a motel. 

“I find it difficult to believe 
such a singular proposal could 
have originated from sound 
planning principles,” Mika 
said. 

He wants to know why the 
plan proposes such a unique 
aind anomalous zoning treat¬ 
ment for the northeast comer, 
and asks Severson why the 
committee has not vMun- 
teered an answer to such an 
obvious question. 

He also asks why the chair¬ 
man expressed such anxiety 
in August that the plan be 
adopted and registered by De¬ 
cember. before the expiry of 
the terms of the mayor and 
aldermen Joseph Bourque, 
Sandy Noel. David Paterson 
and “youself.” 

“l^Try the haste to fix a 
course of action quickly de¬ 
spite council’s decision to ex¬ 
amine the implications of the 
plan more closely?’'' 

MIKA SAID these and 
many other questions had 
been asked him lately and ‘1

believe It is jwur responsi¬ 
bility as chairman to ensure 
'answers are provided.” 

He said the draft plan pro¬ 
posal f(M: the northeast comer 
of McKenzie-Douglas amount¬ 
ed to spot zoning in advance 
and would, if adopted, imme¬ 
diately increase enormously 
the speculative value of the 
properties at the stroke of a 
municipal pen. 

Because great sums and the 
integrity of Saanich’s commu¬ 
nity planning process were in¬ 
volved, he suggested ques¬ 
tions raised about the land 
itoould be answered satisfac¬ 
torily “before you embark oh 
a course of action intended to 
fix the plan in concrete.” 

Mika said that land registry 
documents viewed at the Vic¬ 
toria courthouse illustrated 
the amounts of money in¬ 
volved. 

FOB INSTANCE, the 5.15 
acres designated for tourist- 
oommercial use were bought, 
according to a deed convey¬ 
ance certificate, on March 29, 
1971, by Edward Lum, the 
mayor, tor $115,000. 

Mika says a realtor in a 
major local firm told him that 
with current market valua¬ 
tions, if the property were re¬ 
zoned from rural to tourist- 
commercial. it would fetch a 
jprice of up to $14 a square 
foot as a site tor a four-storey 
hotel, or more than $3.1 mil¬ 
lion in gross land value alone. 

Another registered agree¬ 
ment shbws 32 acres sur¬ 
rounding the comer lot were 
acquired from a dairy farmer 
Aug. 15. 1972, for $325,000 by 
R. and M. Development Cck 
Ltd., Mika said. 

“niis, as you must know,” 
he told Severson, “is orte of a 
network of companies which 
has as a director Gordon RoL 
ston, a prominent developer 
who has specialized in Saan¬ 
ich projects with considerable 
apparent success in recent 
years.”

The draft plan, he said, de¬ 
signated 15 ^ the 32 acres im- 
mediately adjoining the 
mayor’s property, for Inter¬ 
mediate density bousing and 
the balance for single-family 
homes. 

AGAIN, HE SAID, ex-aluat- 
ing this specific property, the 
realtor had told him that If 
the property were rezoned 
from rural and the agricul¬ 
tural-reserve status removed, 
it would fetch as much as 
$3.15 a square foot tor the 
former and $1.50 a square ft. 
ton; the latter on today’s maiv 
ket, producing a gross total 
land value of $3.2 million for 
the entire parcel. 

“Obviously,” he said, “the 
draft plan’s proposal for the 
northeast comer property will 
be in the best interest of Lum 
and Rolst<»i, but that fact is 
not relevant to the issue at 
question.”

Mika suggested the matter 
be added to tonigdti’s agenda 
and that Severson repeat the 
actions he took, as committee 
chairman, in the case of the 
Royal Oak industrial zone 
proposal: Instruct the plan¬ 
ning staff to compile and pub¬ 
lish all memos, corre¬ 
spondence, file documents 
and verbal orders relating to 
the proposal for the Lum- 
owned property. 

Mika said he is prepared to 
sponsor a motion tonight In¬ 
structing staff to compile such 
information if Severson does 
not wish to take the steps he 
outlined. 

Lum was on his way home 
fncrni a vacation in Palm 
Springs and could not be 
reached for comment. 

Severson said late Wednes¬

* Increased efficiency... improved service 

Administrative and operational efficiency would be

The comment may have 
been directed at Japan, 
which bowed two weeks ago 
to tbe demands of Japanese 
Red Army hijackers for a $6- 
million ransom and the re¬ 
lease from prison of six ter¬ 
rorists. 

Japanese Justice Minister 
Mitsuo Setoyama, obviously 
embamssed about his coun¬ 
try’s decision to ylald to ter¬ 
rorist demands, that 

the raid “showed bow to pre¬ 
vent hijacking.” 

Biit aid it? In the aftermath 
of the Mogadishu raid, the 
world may imdoubtedly con¬ 
sider whether armed assaults 
provide tbe only solution. 

Commando raids on hi¬ 
jacked airlines have succeed¬ 
ed twice-nt Mogadishu and 
at Entebbe, Uganda, in July, 
1976, although two of the 102 
Entebbe hostages were 
killed. 

But such precision raids 
can be risky. One wrong 
move and many hostages 
may die. 

The gamble can Involve 
mtPe than the lives of the 
hostages. The international 
reputation of the government 
that orders the raid is also at 
stake. 

Nevertheless, the West 
German discision paid off. 
The rescue of the hostages, 
and the subsequent reported 
suicides in jail of three of the 
11 prisoners whose release 
had been demanded, will like¬ 
ly enhance Chancellor Hel¬ 
mut Schmidt’s international 
reputation. 

Whether other countries 
will follow Israel and West 
Germany in the use of com¬ 
mando raids remains to be 
seen. Some may still consider 
tbe risks greater than they 
are willing to take. 

A safer and probably more 
permanent solution to terror- 
isra would be to eliminate 
safe havens for airline hi¬ 
jackers. The Mogadishu raid 
will probably tesuH in a new 
push to prevent countries 
such as Algeria, which ac¬ 
cepted the Japanese terror¬ 
ists and is unwilling to return 
them for trial, from offering 
a sanctuary to terrorists.

“But I was happier 
when we won the playoffs just 
because of all the stuff we’ve 
been through and being under 
the gun all the time.” 

When the Yankees edged 
Kansas City in the American 
(League playoffs, the normally 
gruff Munson, the team’s 
finest competitor, broke down 
and wept. Now, he was too 
spent for much emoitlon. 

“I’m happy it’s over,” he 
said. ‘Tm tired. I dtm’t know 
how I pfetyed the last fe^v 
days. Someone had to help 
me. I ^elt^ so bad. The man 
upstairs did, I guess.” 

The Yankees, aafter winning 
their first World Series in 15 
years, should have been ec¬ 
static. Instead, the feeling 
that pemieiited their club¬ 
house 'Tuesday night after 
beating Los Angeles Dodgers 
four games to two was relief 
that this turbulent season fi¬ 
nally had ended and they 
could at last escape the con¬ 
stant attention and con¬ 
troversy that had engulfed 
them almost centinuously 
since spring training.

Olympic committee defers 
China’s re-entry decision 


Racket banned 


LAUSANNE, Switzeiita n d 
(Reuter) — Lord KUlanin, 
president of the International 
Olympic Committee (HOC), 
reported Wednesday to the 
ilOC executive board on his 
visit to China last month in 
which he studied problems 
preventing the world’s largest 
country from returning to the 
Olympic movement. 

His report, given at the 
start of a fbuiMiay executive 
meeting at IDC headquarters, 
repeated his public state¬ 
ments that it may take a con¬ 
siderable time before Chinese 
athletes compete again in an 
Olympic games. 

IOC sources said the board 
had a general discussion, but 
decided to •wait tor further re- 
actions before deciding 
whether any practical steps 
could be taken. 

There will be further discus¬ 
sion at the next executive 
meeting at Tunis early next 
year. 

China has refused to rejoin 
the KX: while the national re¬ 
gime on Taiwan remains a 
member, and many IOC 
members and the interna¬ 
tional federations which gov¬ 
ern individual sports are re¬ 
luctant to expel Taiwan. 

The Japanese member of 
the executive board, Mssaji 
lOyokawa, who accompanied 
Lord Killanin In China, is not 


at the current meeting of the 
live-man executive. 

The board also heard re¬ 
ports fiwn the organizing 
committee of the 1980 (Rym- 
pics in Moscow, and today 
will receive details on 
progress and problems at the 
next winter games in Lake 
Placid, N.Y.

Jackson virtual outcast 
much of Yankee season 
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By HAL BOCK 

NEW YORK (AP) — Still 
enjoying the afterglow of 
their first world baseball 
championship in 15 years, 
New York Yankees were sa¬ 
luted with a ticker tape 
parade up lower Broadway 
Wednesday after an awe¬ 
some power display by slug¬ 
ger Reggie Jackson clinched 
the World Series against Los 
Angeles Dodgers. 

Jackson b^ame the first 
man In the history of baseball 
to hit three consecutive home 
runs in a single Series game, 
smashing the first pitch in 
each swing to carry the best 
team money could buy to its 
championship Tuesday night. 

The only other man ever to 
hit three homers in a single 
Series game was the legend¬ 
ary Babe Ruth, who set the 
record 51 years ago. But not 
even the immortal Ruth ever 
managed the total of five Se¬ 
ries homers which Jackson

socked to destroy the 
Dodgers. 

It was a fitting climax to a 
tumultuous season in which 
the high-priced stars assem¬ 
bled by Yankees owner 
George Steinbrenner often 
clashed with each other and 
with the club’s management. 
Jackson, signed by Stein¬ 
brenner for $2.9 million as the 
most expensive player in last 
winter’s free agent auction, 
often was the centre of the 
clubhouse controversy. 

The slugger, a star with 
three world championship 
Oakland A’s teams, simply 
did not fit comfortably in the 
Yankees pinstripe picture. 
He did not feel accepted by 
the players and was a virtual 
outcast in the dressing room 
for much of the season. 

There were problems all 
year long in a never-ending 
soap opera atmosphere that 
earned the Yankees the nick¬ 
name Team Turmoil. At one 
point, Jackson slugged a 
home run and ignor^'the 
traditional handshakes of his 
team-mates. Another time, 
manager Billy Martin pulled 
him out of a game for not 
hustling and almost came to 
blows with the slugger in the 
Yankees dugout. 

The turmoil lasted until 
August when Martin, follow¬ 
ing Steinbrenner’s season- 
long suggestion, inserted 
Jackson in the cleanup spot in 
the batting order. Jackson 
responded by almost carry¬ 
ing the Yankees singlehan- 
dedly through the stretch 
drive to the American 
League East title. 

In the playoffs, Jackson 
slumped and was benched 
before the fifth and deciding 
game. But he delivered a 
clutch, pinch single in the 
eighth inning, driving in a 


Jubilant city 
hails champs 


NEW YORK (AP) — Hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of jubilant 
New Yorkers, rejoicing over 
the city’s first baseball cham¬ 
pionship in eight years, gave 
the New York Yankees a 
thunderous reception 
Wednesday during a parade 
through the city’s financial 
district. 

Defying a steady rain, the 
lunch-time crowd, as many 
as 20 deep, cheered and 
waved vigorously as the Yan¬ 
kees, riding two flatbed 
trucks, rolled slowly along a 
mile-long route up Broadway 
from Bowling Green to City 
Hall. 

Just as he dominated the 
final game of the series Tues¬ 
day night with three consecu¬ 
tive home runs, Reggie Jack- 
son was the main star of the 
parade. Along the route 
crowds chanted “Reg-gie? 
Reg-gie! ’ Jackson, who said 
he had not been to sleep, 


said: *Tt’s the appreciation. 
That’s what it’s all about.” 

Other Yankees seemed 
equally enthused by the emo¬ 
tional outpouring as office 
workers hurled confetti and 
brightly colored streamers 
from skyscrapers. 

The procession was peace¬ 
ful as a row of police 
marched on either side of the 
trucks. The police managed 
to keep fans at a safe dis¬ 
tance. 

Yankee manager Billy 
Martin, who was given a 
bonus hours before the team 
won the World Series, rode 
alongside principal owner 
George Steinbrenner at the 
front of the first truck. The 
two, who had argued often 
during the Yankees tumul¬ 
tuous rise to the champion¬ 
ship, were accompanied by 
Gabe Paul and Mayor Abra¬ 
ham Beame. 


vital run as New York came 
from behind to win the pen¬ 
nant against Kansas City. 

The World Series started 
poorly for Jackson. He had 
just one single in the first two 
games which the Yankees 
and Dodgers split. After the 
second game, the turmoil re¬ 
sumed with Jackson criticiz¬ 
ing Martin’s selection of Cat¬ 
fish Hunter to pitch the sec¬ 
ond game. Angry words were 
once again exchanged in 
print between manager and 
slugger. 

The debate caused Yan¬ 
kees president Gabe Paul to 
call a news conference in the 
hours before the third game 
in an attempt to calm the 
troubled waters. Martin and 
Jackson held a pre-game 
peace conference and in the 
third game, the right fielder 
drove in one run with a single 
and scored two others as New 
York won. 

But still, Reggie had not 
managed an extra base hit in 
either the playoffs or World 
Series and his power was 
clearly missing from the 
Yankees attack. Steinbren¬ 
ner wasn’t paying all that 
money for singles and in the 
fourth game, Jackson 
stopped hitting singles. 

He doubled in his first 
swing, touching off a three- 
run rally and then homered 
later in a 5-3 Yankees victory. 
In the fifth game, the 
Dodgers dominated with a 10- 
4 victory but in his last two 
swings, Jackson singled, 
touching off a two-run Yan¬ 
kees rally, and then homered. 

That set the stage for the 
sixth game when Jackson 
electrified the Yankee Sta¬ 
dium crowd with his three 
long home runs, rewriting the 
World Series record book. 

It was a show never before 
seen in 74 World Series. His 
first two homers were line 
drives that jumped off his bat 
into the lower stands in right 
field. The third was a tower¬ 
ing blast well back in the 
centre field bleachers—an 
area rarely reached in Yan¬ 
kee Stadium. 

When it was over, Jackson 
was the main man in the 
Yankees dressing room 
where once he had been an 
outcast. But the champagne 
celebration was somewhat 
restrained because below the 
surface of championship joy 
some discontent still exists 
among the Yankees. 

Several players, including 
team captain Thurman Mun¬ 
son, have expressed the de¬ 
sire to leave the club. Others 
who are reported unhappy in¬ 
clude centre fielder Mickey 
Rivers, pitcher Ed Figueroa 
and outfielder Roy White. 
Pitcher Mike Torrez, who 
won two Series games, is un¬ 
signed and eligible for^^the 
Nov. 4 free agent re-entry 
draft. Outfielder Paul Blair, 
whose 12th inning single won 
the first game of the Series, 
also is eligible to leave under 
baseball’s free agent regula¬ 
tions. 

Some, of course, will be 


back. Among them will be 
Jackson, who often hinted 
during the troubled season 
that he, too, was finished in 
New York. After the Series, 
however, he had other ideas. 
Winning the world champion¬ 
ship sometimes does that to a 
baseball player.

Lawsuit 
pulled 
by Esso 


TORONTO (CP) - Imperi¬ 
al Oil dropped a lawsuit 
against a Toronto man for 
non-payment of a $236.69 car 
repair bill just before the 
case was to be heard in small 
claims court this week. 

The issue was whether an 
oil company issuing a credit 
card was responsible for the 
quality of work done on a 
car by a service station that 
used the oil company's name. 

Customer Dr. Alan David¬ 
son said Imperial decided to 
drop the case because it knew 
it could not win and was 
afraid to set a precedent. 

Davidson said the problem 
began when he bought a 1973 
Ford from a dealer who went 
out of business a short time 
later. 

He said he took his car to an 
Esso station for regular ser¬ 
vicing, for two years, but 
thought the station neglected 
routine maintenance. 

Esso is a subsidiary of Im¬ 
perial Oil. 

Davidson said it was not 
until he took his car across 
Canada and stopped at other 
service stations that be rea¬ 
lized how incompetent his 
own servicing had been. 

He refused to pay his car 
repair bill and took the issue 
to court. 

Imperial Oil maintained 
the dispute was between Da¬ 
vidson and the franchised 
Esso dealer. It denied any 
responsibility for the quality 
of the dealer's repair work. 

"Every franchised dealer ) 
issues, on the back of the < 
customer's work order, a 90- ; 
day guarantee with his : 
work," a spokesman for Im¬ 
perial Oil said. "The compa- ' 
ny does not consider itself { 
responsible for this guaran¬ 
tee." 

Allan Mandel, an articling 
law student who researched 
the case for Davidson, dlsa- ’ 
greed. 

"The Esso credit card con¬ 
tract doesn't have a clause \ 
that excludes the company : 
from responsibility in a dis- I 
pute between the customer 
and the retailer," Mandel 
said. 

Mandel said a search 
through law books showed 
conflicting interpretations of 
disputes between an oil com¬ 
pany, a franchised dealer and 
a customer. He said some 
judges called it a two-party 
dispute and others said it was 
a tkree-party dispute.

Save-dollar plea 

New budget

OTTAWA (CP) - Sinclair 
Stevens, Conservative fi¬ 
nance critic, says the govern¬ 
ment will have to introduce 
economic policies that will 
restore international confi¬ 
dence in Canada before the 
decline in the dollar will stop. 

Stevens said the speech 
planned for today by Finance 
Minister . Jean Chretien, ex¬ 
pected to announce the termi¬ 
nation date of wage-and-price 
controls, was “clearly a cop- 
out’*. He said the government 
should bring in a new budget. 

Canada had all the poten¬ 
tial for a strong economy, 
Stevens said. All that was 
needed was the proper direct¬ 
ion and leadership from the 
federal government. 

“It is essential to convince 
the world that Canada has 
fiscal and economic 
strength,’’ he said. 

Stevens said Chretien 
made a. mistake Monday in 
telling the Commons that the 
Bank of Canada, the central 
bank, was not intervening in * 


international markets to 
shore up the dollar. 

Money traders knew there 
had been intervention, he 
said. 

Stevens said reports he had 
from traders suggested the 
government had spent up to 
$550 million of its U S. dollar 
resehres in October to help 
stabilize fluctuations in the 
international value of the doi* 
lar: 

To the end of September, 
the bank had sold ofMi 
billion of its U.S. currency 
holdings in 10 months. 0>m- 
bined with October’s selling, 
that would leave the reserve 
at about $2 billion, the lowest 
in recent years. 

Soon after Chretien’s re¬ 
marks Monday, the dollar 
began the slide which broke 
the OO-cent barrier. . 

Stevens said Chretien’s 
error could be attributed to 
unfamiliarity with the world 
of finance. Chretien was ap¬ 
pointed to his post only Sept. 
18.

Region drafting brief to province 


Philosophically, they agree

Capital Biegiion Board direc¬ 
tors cpimt Weibiesday after¬ 
noon contemplating their col¬ 
lective navel — and they 
rather liked what they saw. 

In fact, at one point they 
came, as Victoria Mayor 
Mike Young noted, *‘dan- 
gerously close to a concen¬ 
sus” on one issue. 

The gixx^ had met to talk 
about presenting a brief to a 
special committee looking 
into the activities of regional 
districts througout the prov¬ 
ince. 

But it had difficulty in com¬ 
ing to gripe widi specifics, 
wandering off instead to philo¬ 
sophical points on whether a 
director should vote according 
to his own opinion, or at his 
coixKll’t directim on various 
issues. 

On serveral occasdone they 
wondered aloud whether the 
region should have greater 
powers, especially over plan¬ 
ning. 

They noted that althou^ 
the overall regional plan is 
supposed to take precedence 
over municipal or local plan¬ 
ning maps, there is no meth¬ 
od ot enforcement 

“One of our biggest respon¬ 
sibilities,” said chairman 
James Campbell, ‘Is regional 
planning and do we have the 
teeth to effectively work with 
municipalities, or is it just a 
game we play? 

"The answer is we don’t 
have many teeth at aH. 

"Now the question is should 
we have more teeth or less.” 

Eh^tually it was decided 
that the region was probaUy 
the best place to "reconcile 
and aititrate anomalies that 
exist between municipalities.” 

And expressions of o;^on 
on the subject are to be 
"drafted, circulated and fur¬ 
ther reviewed.” 

. I Said Camptodl; *‘We may 
oome up with something quite 
deCnittve.” 

Esqulmalt MEayor Art 
Young felt strongly that the 
provinckd govemment should 
impose new functions upon re¬ 
gions, so that they did not 
have to get all comi»n^t 
areas to agree beSore movkig 
into diHeremt areas. 

“We have to get some rufles 
and regulations so we can im¬ 
pose them without eurtdng the 
people who wdll be controlled 
by those rules and legulatiims 
to agree.” 

Mike Young agreed to some 
extent, but felt that there 
should be a provision to have 
a majority of areas agree, 
rather then the present need 
for unanimity. 

Art Young wanted to see 
directors elected directly to 
the region, instead of having 
to first be council members. 

The provision for council 
membership meant that 
directors had to consider first 
the interest of their own areas 


ests i>f the regjpn as a whole. 

It also meant an almost im¬ 
possible workload, and res- 
tiicted the number of people 
who could run tor electi<wi. 

On Wecbiesday he had four 
meetings scheduled, and even 
so there was no way that he 


ooqld attend public hearings 
in unorganized areas although 
he had to take part in zoning 
decisions, and somehow he 
had to work for a living as 
well. 

"You harve to have private 
means, be retired, or work for 


the govemment which will 
give you time off tor meetingfs 
to serve on this board,” said 
Art Young. 

"Private business really can¬ 
not afford to give pe(^>le tone 
off.” 

But other board meihbers 


were happy with the present 
method of election. 

There was general agree¬ 
ment that the regional level of 
government is necessary, and 
vakiaible. and In fact might 
well take on new functions 
and increased powers.

M. V. Ghesnut’s 

Garden Notes 




I the hyacinth 

must be i.ust about the most 
ancient of all our bulb flow¬ 
ers, with the possible excep¬ 
tion of the Madonna Illy — its 
origins are lost in antiauity. 

Homer mentions the hair 
of Ulysses as “tight curling 
as a hyacinth flower curls 
tight.” while the disciplined 
Spartans kicked up their 
heels and let off steam dur¬ 
ing the annual Festival of 
Hvacinthia, honoring this 
lovely and sweetly fragrant 
flower 

While everybody loves 
hyacinths, there seems to be 
a general feeling that the 
bulbs are too expensive for 
planting in masses outdoors, 
as you would with daffs or 
tulips. This impression is 
borne out by first glances at 
the price tags. 

For instance, in one of my 
catalogues, the lovely clear 
blue Ostara is priced at 95t 
per bulb, the oran^salm- 
on Orange Boven is 79c, while 
the imiltiflora kinds which 
bear several spikes of flow- 
s trs per bulb instead of the 
usual one, will set you back a 
whopping IlJe per bulb! 

Ilie thing to r emember, 
though, is that these are for 
top size bulbs of exhibition 


quality, grand for indoor cul¬ 
ture in pots or bowls, but 
such superb specimens are 
quite unnecessary for bed¬ 
ding or for massed display 
outdoors. It is the overall ef¬ 
fect that counts here rather 
than the excellence of the 
individual flower. 

Good, named varieties 
can be purchased in the No. 2 
size for about S5 75 per 
dozen, while the miniature 
hyacinths, sometimes listed 
in the catalogues as the 
Dutch Roman hyacinths, can 
be purchased for as little as 
S2fi per 100. and these are 
excellent for bedding. 

When you consider how 
much mileage you get out of 
a hyacinth bulb, these prices 
make their massed outdoor 
use quite a practicable pro¬ 
position. It is true that the 
flowm* spikes will be smaller 
than in the expensive top 
grpdes, but in a massed 
planting you are concerned 
with the general appearance 
of the whole bed as viewed by 
pasaers-by rather then the 
perfection of individual flow¬ 
ers. 

Hyacinths like rich soil. 
Ton can forget all that non¬ 
sense about never using ma¬ 
nure in a bulb bed, for it 


really does pay to dig in plen¬ 
ty of old rotted stuff — the 
spent manure from old 
mushroom beds or hothouse 
cucumber beds is ideal. Most 
chemical fertilizers don’t 
seem to work too well, al¬ 
though a little a-15-6 bulb 
food scratched into the soil 
before planting does make 
for a more vigorous rooting 
system; say, about one scant 
cupful per square yard. 

Stifle the temptation to 
plant hyacinths with a foot 
rule in precise geometric 
patterns; treat them as na¬ 
ture’s plants rather than as 
soldiers to be lined up on 
parade. A good plan is to 
group them here and there in 
the garden, with anywhere 
from 5 to 12 bulbs in each 
grouping, ideally all in one 
color in each group. 

Average spacing is about 
7 inches each way between 
bulbs, but don’t be too strict 
about this; a little variation 
is pleasing to the eye in irre¬ 
gularly — shaped groupings 
of bloom. 

There is no particular 
trick in the planting ~ just 
take out a hole about 6 inches 
deep and drop in a bulb.' 
There is some small advan¬ 
tage in placing a little damp 


peat moss in the bottom of 
the hole for the bulb to sit on, 
but this is by no means es¬ 
sential. 

In the spring, after the 
flowers finish, the plants 
need a further 60 days of 
growth to plump up the bulbs 
for next year’s flowers. This 
can be a bit of a nuisance, for 
we will be wanting to clear 
the bed and plant it up with 
snapdragons or marigolds 
for summer color. 

The trick here is to dig up 
the plants carefully, taking a 
good big ball of soil around 
the roots, and transplant 
them in full growth to a row 
in the vegetable plot where 
they can complete their 
growth cycle. Water them in 
with either Transplantone or 
Dixon-Reid Vitamin B-1; 
these are excellent products 
for combatting transplanting 
shock. 

Snip off all spent flowers, 
of course, to spare the plants 
the exhausting process of 
manufacturing unwanted 
seeds. 

After the leaves have died 
down and lost their green 
coloring, the bulbs are taken 
up, dri^ off, and stored in a 
cool comer of the basement 
until planting time next fall.

WASHINGTON — The hot¬ 
test issue for the conserva¬ 
tives in this country is the 
Panama Canal. The big ques¬ 
tion is who owns the Ameri¬ 
can political rights to the 
canal?

anyone but Americans run¬ 
ning that canal makes him 
sick. Ronald Reagan doesn’t 
have the emotional invest¬ 
ment in it that Jesse does, 
and we’re serving notice that 
if anyone tries to take this 
issue away from Helms 
they’re going to have to fight 
for it.” 

Sen. Strom Thurmond's 
man ridiculed the idea that 
the Panama Canal belonged 
to Ronald Reagan or Jesse 
Helms. “Strom’s been wor¬ 
ried about the Panama Canal 
from the moment he came 
into the Senate. He’s been 
expecting something like this 
to happen ever since he 
fought with Teddy Roose¬ 
velt’s Rough Riders in the 
Spanish-American War.” 

“That long ago?” I said. 

“Longer than that. The 
Panama Canal is Strom’s 
baby, and Reagan and Helms 
better keep their cotton-pick¬ 
in’ hands off it.” 

A newcomer who has sud¬ 
denly laid claim to the Pana¬ 
ma Canal issue is Sen. Robert 
Dole of Kansas. Dole sees it 
as a chance for a shot at the 
Republican nomination for 


president in 1980. He even 
went so far as to release a 
state department classified 
cable to take his rights to the 
canal. 

“Bob,” said a friend, “was 
heartbroken when former 
president Ford came out for 
the treaty. It hurt him deeply 
and had he known at the time 
where Ford stood, he would 
never have accepted the 
vice-presidential nomination 
in 1976.” 

“Do you think he’ll speak to 
Ford any more?” 

“Would you speak to some¬ 
one who wants to give up an 
American-built canal?” 

There are, of course, others 
who are maintaining that the 
Panama Canal belongs to 
them. Former secretary of 
the treasury Bill Simon, who 
also has presidential ambi¬ 
tions, has been organizing the 
financial fight to defeat the 
treaty, but so far he can’t get 
any television time. 

John Connally wants a 
piece of the Canal issue just 
in ease he decides to run. but 
as bis man told me, “John’s 
not greedy. He’s willing to 
share it with the Daughters of 
the American Revolution.” 


One of the big surprises is 
that William Buckley, the 
conservative’s writer-in-resi¬ 
dence has endorsed Presi¬ 
dent Carter’s treaty in four 
columns. 

This has angered his broth¬ 
er, former Sen. James Buck- 
ley, who is thinking of dis¬ 
owning William for such 
treachery. In a letter to the 
Washington Star. Jim Buck¬ 
ley’s legislative assistant an¬ 
grily wrote that Bill was 
speaking for himself and not 
for his brother in the column. 

Those of us who know both 
men are praying that they 
can work out some kind of 
compromise. It would be a 
pity after all these years if 
the Panama Canal turned 
brother against brother. 

In spite of the people I 
talked to the Panama ^nal 
issue is still up for grabs. 
Unless Ronald Reagan can 
produce a deed proving he 
owns it, we may see a bloody 
fight amongst the conserve 
fives laying claim to it. And if 
this takes place the Panama 
Canal is sure to go down the 
drain.

“Genius,” a genius once 
explained, “is 90 per cent per¬ 
spiration. 10 per cent inspira¬ 
tion.” 

Without inspiration, howev¬ 
er, we only sweat out our 
lives. 

Many of us are dogged, 
hard workers, pursuing tasks 
with zeal and devotion. That 
is important. But only techni¬ 
cally important. Many books 
are technically good. 

They are flawlessly writ¬ 
ten, carefully planned. But 
they lack the spark, the flash 
of insight. On the surface 
they are neatly arranged. But 
they never reach beneath the 
surface. 

There are musicians and 
painters who may be master 
craftsmen. But again only in 
a technical sense. An inspired 
artist can move you to tears 
or to laughter. 


He can raise your hopes or 
make you feel the pain, the 
misery, the joy and the glad¬ 
ness of life. He can do this, 
only because he has felt, 
known and understood these 
things in an intimate flash of 
insight which goes by the 
name of inspiration. Perspi¬ 
ration alone won’t do these 
things. 

An inspired person is one 
who has drawn within him¬ 
self the breath of life. He has 
a spirit that moves Urn. He 
has a vision, a horizon he’s 
trying to touch and reach. He 
can therefore move you be¬ 
yond yourself, to be more 
than yourself. 

A technician, on the other 
hand, is too much head and 
not enough heart. He may 
know all the rules and tools of 
his trade and yet never get to 
the heart of the matter. 


This is why inspired par¬ 
ents are not the products of 
courses in child psychology 
alone. Besides knowing 
something about the method 
of child-raising, a spirit must 
sing within them about the 
deepest purposes in life. 

Nor are teachers created 
by other teachers alone. 
Method is much but not all. 
For even the unimaginative 
can hide a lack of insight 
behind the cloak of technical 
efficiency. 

They end up the wrong way 
— hitching their star to a 
wagon. Indeed, there is mad¬ 
ness in a method that doesn’t 
go beyond method. 

One inspired teacher out¬ 
lives In influence 100 masters 
of pedagogy whose skills 
have been borrowed from 
others, but who lack an inner 
light of their own. 


A scientist who lacks moral 
convictions may think him¬ 
self a better scientist for It. 
He may end up less of a man. 
however. For scientific skill 
is only a method, a means, 
not an end. 

At home, in the school, and 
In the world around us, we 
are in danger of self-destruc¬ 
tion. We have so much tech¬ 
nical “know-how” without 
enough moral “know-how.” 
Knowledge that is imparted 
without an inspired passion 
for its righteous use may yet 
tyrannize us all. 

From sheer skill we need to 
grow to the moral ends, from 
method to motivation, from 
mere craftsmanship to real 
art. 

We need more inspiration 
than perspiration.

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Grits misusing 
aircraft—^Tory

OTTAWA (CPV- Cabinet 
ministers are abui^ng their 
privileges by usjng govern¬ 
ment aircraft “to fly wherev¬ 
er they wish,” spending mil¬ 
lions of dollars on trips of 
questionable value to the 
public, Conservative Tom 
Cossitt charged in the Com¬ 
mons Wednesday. 

Armed with recently-re¬ 
leased government docu¬ 
ments which detailed all 
flights by ministers during 
the last 2^ years, Cossitt said 
the government should stop 
these “exorbitant” journeys, 
especially when it was sup¬ 
posed to be a time of re¬ 
straint. 

Cossitt was particularily 
critical of Agriculture Minis¬ 
ter Eugene Whelan, who 
logged 361 of the almost 5,000 
flights listed. 

Among Whelan’s travels 
were 188 trips between Otta¬ 
wa and Windsor, Ont., his 
home city. 

The list of flights, which 
was information requested 
by Cossitt during the last ses¬ 
sion of Parliament, showed 


that Whelan used aircraft 
more than any other minis¬ 
ter. 

No detailed cost figures 
were given along with the 
data. However, the aircraft 
most often used by Whelan 
wasa national defence de¬ 
partment Falcon jet, which 
costs $751 for each hour it is 
in the air.

Europe 
forces 
to rise 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The U.S. Army will take 
equipment and manpower 
from Its units In the United 
States and send them over¬ 
seas to strengthen Western 
Europe’s defences against 
any huge, short-warning So- 
'] vlet groimd attack. 

Gen. Bernard Rogers, 
army chief of staff, said, *‘We 
must sacrifice a bit of the unit 
readiness . . . here In the 
. continental United States'* In 
order to Increase the ability 
of U.S. Army divisions In Eu¬ 
rope to meet any Soviet at¬ 
tack and blunt It in the criti¬ 
cal first 10 days of any Euro¬ 
pean war. 

"The gains we will obtain 
through this focus on early 
force readiness for Europe, 
however, will not be without 
their price," Rogers said in a 
speech prepared for the an¬ 
nual meeting of the Associa¬ 
tion of the United States 
Army. 

"Yet the threat exists now, 
and we must act with dis¬ 
patch," he said. 

Rogers did not specify how 
much additional equipment, 
weapons and ammunition 
would be positioned In Eu¬ 
rope, but other sources indi¬ 
cated that enough for two ad¬ 
ditional army divisions was 
contemplated. 

' Some of the stockpiles may 
be placed in the north Ger¬ 
man plain, considered one of 
the most ^^nerable avenues 
of invasion. 

The army chief of staffs 
remarks underscored mount¬ 
ing concern in the Pentagon 
and Congress over what is 
perceived as a Soviet ability 
to launch a major attack on 
Western Europe with only 
five to seven days of prepara¬ 
tion, compared with the 23 
days of warning time former¬ 
ly assumed by NATO, plan¬ 
ners. 

U.S. Army strategists be¬ 
lieve a critical point may 
come in 1981-82 when the 
Russians will have re¬ 
equipped with powerful new 
weapons.

LONDON (Reuter) — Brit¬ 
ain’s C^misslon for Racial 
Equalify says it plans to 
launch an attack on racial 
dlscimination, using its new 
power of formal investiga¬ 
tion. 

The commission was set up 
by the 1976 Race Relations 
Act, which extended the ex¬ 
isting anti-racial laws. The 
act compels clubs to admit 
blacks, prohibits public re¬ 
marks inciting racial hatred 
and gives the commission 
powers to investigate dis¬ 
crimination in public and pri¬ 
vate organizations. 

In a document entitled 
Strategy Statement—a Pro¬ 
gram for Action the commis¬ 
sion said investigations into a 
restaurant and an employ¬ 
ment ageacy had already 
been started and promised to 
seek out more areas where 
blacks were "victims of un¬ 
disguised or iiinly disguised 
discrimination" 

The commis^on said it was 
planning a national drive for 
equality of opportunity that 
would involve local councils, 
government ministers and 
departments, employers, 
trade unions, the media and 
the churches. 

Emphasizing the plight of 
young black people, the com¬ 
mission said Britain lacked a 
coherent program for dealing 
with them. 

The commission said it had 
already begun work on a code 
of practice in employment 
and would assist local author¬ 
ities in eliminating racial dis¬ 
crimination in housing and 
education. 

"Inflammatory publica¬ 
tions and speeches will be 
watched particularly careful¬ 
ly, and where appropriate the 
attorney-general’s attention 
will be drawn to them under 
the Public Order Act," said 
the commission. 

The Public Order Act has 
been recently used by police 
heads in two British cities to 
ban proposed marches con¬ 
cerning immigrants by ex 
treme right-wing and left 
winggroupa

^Best jailbreaker’ in jail again 


PONTIAC, l\i.\ (AP) - 
Harold Heromihg# is ‘‘the 
one that got aw4y**--over and 
over again. He is back in Jail 
after four years on the lam, 
awaitiig trial on charges of 
escape^ 

“Harris one of the best 
jailbreakers there ever was,” 
said a policeman assigned to 
keep him from slipping out of 
the courtroom. 

Hemminger has never 
Uken a hosUge or harmed a 
guard during any of his es« 
capes. 

*‘Hell,” he says with a grin, 
ain’t out to hurt anybody.” 


Hemminger, 36, was recap¬ 
tured earlier this month in 
Virdqua, Wis., after ^nding 
four years ''hunting and rais¬ 
ing kids” when he was sup- 
jpikaA to be in Pontiac Cor¬ 
rectional Centre hi Htinois. 

He escaped In 1973. 

In 1971, Hemminger 
escaped from the piaximum- 
security facility at Waupun, 
Wis. 

It is hard to tell how many 
jaUa Hemminger has escaped 
from. A prison official says 
five. Hemminger says four. 
And the Vernon County, Wis.,' 
sheriff who arrested him said 


"Jails all over the country” 
had reported him missing. 

Jailed several times for 
non violent crimes, Hem¬ 
minger said he had never run 
away unless he found it "ab¬ 
solutely necessary.” 

He said be escaped once In 
Wisconsin out of hunger. "I 
meai^ i get hpugry, too,” he 
said. "Ai^ that damned sher¬ 
iff was a^belly-robber. ” 

Hemminger, who weighs 
about 156 pounds, said he had 
wasted away to 110 pounds in 
the Jail. So he took down the 
ceiling light in his cell. 


knocked a hole in the ceiling 
and went to get something to 
eat. He never returned. 

How about Leavenworth, 
Kan.? 

“I was framed," Hem- 
minger said. "The courts 
should have let me go, but 
they didn’t So it was neces¬ 
sary to leave.”’ 

That time, Hemniinger was 
put to work loading scrap 
metal into barrels to be taken 
to a Junkyard outside the 
prison. Hemminger squeezed 
into a barret 

"I kicked the lid off and 


Jumped off in downtown Lea¬ 
venworth,” he recalled. 

When arrested most re¬ 
cently, Hemminger tried to 
escape by climbing onto the 
roof of his ruril home, but 
there was nowhere to run. 

The prisoner is scheduled 
back in court on Nov. 7. A 
correctloiial officer at Pon¬ 
tiac who knew him before his 
escape said: "He’s a very 
good worker and doesn’t 
cause a lot of ruckus. Most of 
the time I knew him, he Just 
stood around observing the 
prison.” 


High-cost gas purchases 
ease fears of shutdowns 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The threat of thousands of 
factory shutdowns this wfoter 
due to natural-gas shortages 
in the United States has ap¬ 
parently vanished because of 
precautionary purchases of 
higher-priced emergency 
gas, a f^ral agency says. 

The staff of the Federal 
Energy Regulatory Commis¬ 
sion reported that four of the 
six pipelines that had expect¬ 
ed major shutdowns now an¬ 
ticipated no industrial 
disruption. The other two now 


expected only limited im¬ 
pact 

Plant closings totalling in 
the thousands had been 
feared because of reports is¬ 
sued by the commission in 
September based on supply 
informa^on filed by the six 
pipelines last May and June. 

But updated supply figures 
show major purchimes under 
federal rules which allow in¬ 
terstate pipelines or their 
customers to buy emergency 
supplies at essentially Unre¬ 
gulated prices. 


The difference in cost is 
subsfontlil. Regulated gas in 
interstate pipelines sells for 
about $1.44 per thousand 
cubic tek. Unregulated gas 
sells for about $2. Tbe extra 
cost is passed on to tbe con¬ 
sumer. 

The commission yeports 
show the pipeline compan¬ 
ies are depending on these 
higher-priced emergency 
purchases to avoid major 
shortages, though some will 
still exist.

Doubt big hurdle 
in present, future 


You can’t go home again. 
Spending a week in a Vic¬ 
toria high school is not 
enough to bring bach those 
school days or lo understand 
that mystifying time of life^ 
called adolescence But a few 
impressions of today’s stu¬ 
dents stand out. 

One of the most memorab¬ 
le characteristics of the stu¬ 
dents I met was the uncer 
tainty many of them had« not 
only about the future, but 
about the presem. My ambi¬ 
tion to ’‘get inside their 
heads,” expressed to several 
people before 1 began the my 
week at Mount Doug, ap¬ 
pears in fetroapect lo be em- 
barrassliigly naive. 

It is unreahatk lo assume, 
even with the reputed open¬ 
ness of youth, that one can 
say “Hi” to a student one mo¬ 
ment and be inside his head 
in the next. Youth rarely 
opens up that easily, and 
what is inside their heads is 
often confusing not only to 
their teachers and parems. 
but to the students them¬ 
selves. 

These are years of search¬ 
ing, growing and changing. 
They are filled with para¬ 
doxes, with the tension be¬ 
tween youthfol living for the 
all-important pre^t and the 
growing recognition that the 
future is creeping up on 
them. 

Being a student does not 
necessarily mean that one is 
interested in studies, for in¬ 
stance. For many students, 
high school is a socia 
than an educational 
tion and even for those who 
take academics seriously, 
their social life is important 
to them. 

During my week at Mount 
Doug 1 asked several high 
school students what was 
most important about school 
to them, and the answer that 
frequently came back was 
“my friends.” 

Two students who had 
dropped out for a year be¬ 
cause of trouble with the law 
were back, looking somewhat 
incongruous among their 
Grade H) classmates. 

Why were they back? 

“It’s better than working,” 
they said, shrugging their 
shoulders. Besides, their girl 
friends are still in school. 

When asked what their fa¬ 
vorite class is, many stu¬ 
dents respond “study hall.” 
They may laugh, btrt their 
little joke contains a hard 
edge of truth. Those casual 
moments spent with their 
friends in the lunch room 
during “study” are the mo¬ 
ments that, for many of 
them, jivthe most impor¬ 
tant. 

As hard as it may be for 
some critics of the school 
system to swallow, I found 
that teachers know a lot 
about their charges. 

They may come into con¬ 
tact with students more fre¬ 
quently than their parents 
do, in structured situations

where they can ask them 
questions, challenge them to 
take new imellectual steps, 
and occasionally act as their 
confidants Teachers do this 
with the kind of authority 
that parents often envy 
They are close to the stu 
dents, and yet far enough 
away to see the “big pic- 
tuie.” 

One of the teachers most 
closely involved with deter¬ 
mining students’ expecta- 
tkNis at Mount Doug is John 
C., who teaches a “career ex¬ 
plorations” class. ' 
“Independence,” he re¬ 
ports, “te very, very high on 
their list” of priorities 
“And Hke most people, they 
want to make some bucks, 
and they want to do as little 
as possible to enm it.” 

They are keen on trav- 
eliing, and jobs that offer the 
promise of both money and 
travel are especially popu 
iar. 


While they freouently come 
into the course with unrealis¬ 
tic ideas about specific jobs, 
students are open to sugges¬ 
tions about their futures, C. 
says. He makes extensive use 
of aptitude and preference 
tests which often reveal to 
the student some hitherto 
unrecognized capability or 


Many of the students who 
attend Mount Doug are from 
the relatively wealthy Gor¬ 
don Head area, and the pres 
.sure for them u» attend uni¬ 
versity is often intense 
“But the stronger the pres¬ 
sure IS. the less kids want to 

Many students also per¬ 
ceive that, in C.’s words, 
“the university hasn’t got 
much to offer someone who is 
looking for a job.” and C. 
freouently steers them to¬ 
ward te<‘hnical schools and 
vocational institutes. 

He adds that “one of the 
best things thai could happen 
to many kids is for them to 
drop out of school for a few 
years and then <‘ome back ” 
The students who have 
gone that route, sometimes 
involuntarily because of 
pregnancy, delinquency, or 
family problems, come back 
with a far greater sense of 
purpose

“They don’t have time for 
kids who want to throw paper 
gilders around,” C. says 

According to several teach¬ 
ers at Mount Doug, the most 
highly-motivated students in 
the school art thoa# in the 
commercial courses-book¬ 
keeping, shorthand, t^ng, 
business machines. Their 
goals may not be particularly 
high, but they are clear, and 
with a tittle hustle these stu¬ 
dents stand good chances of 
landing jobs when they get 
out of school. 

Another teacher in close 
touch with students’ feelings 
is Mrs. M.i who teaches a 
course on family relation¬ 
ships 

The course frequently re¬ 
quires students to assess 
their own feelings and 
experiences they have 
through in their own

One session of the class, 
for instance, dealt with self¬ 
esteem- what it is, whether it 
is worthwhile or not, and bow 
it can be develc^.

in the last two years of their 
public schooling, they can be 
more difficult to moiii^ate 
than younger students. 

One teacher .who taught in 
a Junior high before coming 
to Mount Doug says the youn- 

S sr students can be more dif- 
cult to handle, but on the 
other hand are easier to’mo¬ 
tivate. 

“When they are against 
you, you’re in trouble. They 
won’t just ignore you like 
these students. But when 
they are excited about some¬ 
thing, they will gat behind 
yon in a way that the older 
students won’t.’* 

There are a few Grade 10 
students at Mount Doug, but 
most students there are in 
Grade U or iSi For the Grade 
11 students, the contrast be¬ 
tween the atmosphere in the 
junior hi^ school and the 
senior hi^ school is a sharp 
one, and one they resent. 

“In junior hi^ they treat 
you like a child.” 

“Some of my friends quit 
school because of it.” 


“We don’t change that 
mivch in two months. We 
don’t suddenly mature dur¬ 
ing two months in the sum¬ 
mer,” one says angrily.. 

According to one of the 
counsellors at Mount Doug, 
students have not really, 
changed that much over the 
years. 

“Many kids are apathetic. 
Some kids are ‘other-orient¬ 
ed’ and live their lives out¬ 
side of school. Some kids 
don’t want to leave at the end 
of the year.” 

Among other things, the 
tone of the student, body 
changes from year to year, 
the counsellor says. 

For other students, their 
attitudes at Mount Doug de¬ 
pend bn how well prepared 
for it they have been by the 
junior high school they at¬ 
tended. Parental attitudes 
also have a large influence. 
Parents who are suspicious 
of the schools, or continually 
critlcdl, will pass that atti¬ 
tude on to their children.

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Victoria theatre 
praised by chief

If any of the local profes¬ 
sional theatre companies 
were in need of having; their 
knuckles rapped, Canada 
Council theatre chief David 


Peacock wasn’t about to do it 
publicly during his brief visit 
early this week. 

Instead, the soft-spoken 
roan whose |7 million budget 
is the lifeblood for 130 theatre 
companies throughout the 


country had nothing but 
praise for the work of the 
Bastion, Kaleidoscope and 
The Belfry. 

’’All three are doing differ¬ 
ent things,” Peacock points 
out. And that’s what council 
wants. One of the major cri¬ 
teria for funding by the Can¬ 
ada Council is that the apply¬ 
ing company not be duplicat¬ 
ing a theatre service already 
available in the communi¬ 
ty. While l^Tompany with a 
difference is welcome, it 
won’t get much more than a 
hearing from the council un¬ 
less it can prove that it has 
an audience for its brand of 
theatre. If Peacock is full of 
praise for Victoria theatre 
companies be is equally less 
candid about making com¬ 
parisons of the standard with 
other centres in the coun¬ 
try. He’ll concede that the 
larger centres offer more va¬ 
riety but that’s about all. The 
man from Ottawa just won’t 
be drawn into making com¬ 
parisons. 

Instead, he prefers to talk 
abont the growth of a aatlon- 
al theatre in Canada which 
turns out to mean that the 
country can now supply its 
own actors, writers, and 
directors. When pushed fur¬ 
ther for comparisons, Pea¬ 
cock just couldn’t be budged. 

“What is exciting is the 
development of regional 
voices-a play like Cruel 
Tears could only have come 
out of the Prairies...some of 
the work of John Heath for 
the Bastion towtaig company 
where he is writing plays 
about the areas in which they 
are tonring.” 

The closest Peacock came 
to hinting that Victoria might 
well be able to hold its own 
with the best if not set the 
national standard was in dis- 
cussions on Kaleido- 
scope.And at the same time 
his comments said something 
about the growth of theatre 
acroso the country. 

“It is no longer surprising 
that it (Kaleidoscope) should 
be from way out here,’’said 
Peacock who rated Liz Gor- 
rie’s Children’s company as 
“outstanding.’’ 

Bastion on the other hand 
Is “pacing itself very well.’* 

“A theatre like Bastion 
which is almost the only 
game in town is obligated to 
all sections of the communi¬ 
ty” 

Peacock likes the way ar¬ 
tistic director Ed Stephen¬ 
son’s season has found the 
balance necessary to chal¬ 
lenge its increasingingly di¬ 
versified audience. And the 
fact that Bastion now has that 
diversity in its audience from 
when Peacock first came 
here five years ago is a plus 
In its favor. 

As to where the man who 
some claim by virtue of the 
purse he controls is this coun¬ 
try’s most powerful man in 
theatre would like to see the 
Bastion arrive, the adswer is 
not surprising.

Weet’e heart Jack was 
won by dummy’s ace and 
declarer played hie trump 
king and a low trump to 
dummy’s 10. Two high 
clubs were cashed to die- 
card declarer’e heart loser 
end it wee now all on the 
diamond auit The dia¬ 
mond ace wae caehed and 
a trump wae led Jtp 
dummy’a ace to an¬ 
other diamond. EiasB dis¬ 
carded end declarer’s 
careful play turned out to 
be not careful enough.

Neuropathy (new-ROPP— 
athy) is a condition Involving 
nerves that lie outside (pe¬ 
ripheral to) the brain and spi¬ 
nal cord. You can see from 
this description that it is a 
pretty general term. The 
damage to the nervous sys¬ 
tem has many causes and a 
^lecific one is always diffi¬ 
cult to pinpoint. In about half 
of the patients with this a 
good explanation is never 
found. 

Metabolic disorders (such 
as diabetes and thyroid prob¬ 
lems) head the list of causes 
in adults. In others, deficien¬ 
cy of one of the B vitamins 
may be involved. Also, many 
heavy metals (arsenic, lead.

mercury, copper, and bis¬ 
muth) can cause such nerve 
damage. Add to this list cer¬ 
tain drugs, an example being 
Isoniazid, used in tuberculo¬ 
sis therapy. Neuropathy may 
be associated with certain in- 
fections ~ diphtheria, 
Boeck’s sarcoid, or infectious 
mononucleosis, for exam¬ 
ples. Chronic alcoholism is a 
common cause. 

From this you can under¬ 
stand why it’s difficult to find 
a definite cause. 

Treatment, other than 
treating the specific cause, is 
with vitamin supplements. 
The future in a given case 
depends on finding and treat¬ 
ing of the basiCsCiuse. In such 
cases prognosis is excellent 
for recovery. You need some 
detective work. A neurologist 
mfght help. 


Dear Dr. ThastetM: My 
daughter had an upper tooth 
pulled. Part of the root is still 
in the Jaw. WiU that cause 
any problems? Is It danger¬ 
ous to haifo the Jaw x-rayed? 
Our dentist x-rays every 
year. — Mrs. N.M. 

Small root fragments are 
usually absorbed. Larger 
ones that project can be easi¬ 
ly removed. A Urge frag¬ 
ment may contain a portion 
of nerve and could cause In¬ 
fection. Itiis would be detect¬ 
ed by x-ray. An annual i[-ray 
Is not considered dangerous. 
The exposure time is quite 
brief. 

Dear Dr. Ilnatesoa: What 
causes pain in the esophagus 
when eating and drinking 
fluids? My doctor advises an 
antacid, which doesn’t seem 
to help. ^ Mrs. Z. 

It’s hard to speculate as to 
the cause of swallowing diffi¬ 
culties. I have two thoughts. 
Antacids won’t help, and if 
this has been a continuing 
problem, you should not 
waste time but be examined, 
probably by another doctor.

Trudeau prepares for national 


OTTAWA (CP) — The fed¬ 
eral government is working 
on a new law that would en¬ 
able it to hold a national ref¬ 
erendum on Quebec separa¬ 
tion from Canada, Prime Min¬ 
ister Trudeau announced 
Wednesday. ^ 

During Commons debate, 
lYudcau gave no details of 
the pre^nsed legislation and 
his remarks were first in¬ 
terpreted as an announcement 
that a national referendum 
will beheld. 

However, Paul Tellier, Tru¬ 
deau’s main adviser on na¬ 
tional unity, quiddy darified 
the announcement, saying the

Waldheim tells nations: 


Don’t yield to hijackers 


UNITED NATIONS 
(Reuter) — U.N. Secretary-'^ 
General Kurt Waldheim urged 
govemnients Wednesday to 
ratify existing anti-hijacking 
conventions, enforce their 
provisions and deny asylum to 
air pirates. 

He told a news conference 
that the U.N. was powerless 
to deal with the hijacking 


problem unless individual 
-governments co-operate. 

Waldheim has invited Derry 
Pearce, president at the Inter¬ 
national Federation of Airline 
Pilots Associations, to meet 
him here either Friday or 
next Monday. 

The federation has threat¬ 
ened a world-wide pilots’ 
strike next Tuesday and 
Wednesday unless the U.N. 


takes swift action to deal with 
hijacking. 

Waldheim said he hoped the 
General Assembly’s legal 
committee would speed its de¬ 
bate on an agenda item deal¬ 
ing with the taking of hos¬ 
tages. 

The item proposes an inter¬ 
national convention to ensure 
the extradition or prosecution 
of offenders in such cases. 


Howev'er, the arbitration 
feature in the biil applies — 
as has been the case in tiie- 
past — to the firefighters, po¬ 
lice and health care «n- 
ployees. 

'The rest of the public sector 
groups would be dealt with 
through cooling-off periods, 
mediation and other means 
that could block their strikes 
altc^ther, or permit limited 
strike action.

"The silencing of the voices of 
those who speidc for the ma¬ 
jority in South Africa can only 


be a tragic setback” to die 
goal of a "new society” in the 
racially divided country. 

The crackdown, the 
toughest in this white-ruled 
nati(Mi since the early 1960s. 
came amid mounting attacks 
on the government over the 
Sept. 12 prison death of Steve 
Blko, a major South African 
black nationalist activist. 

Justice Minister James 
Kruger said that the govern¬ 
ment was moving against or¬ 
ganizations, newspapers and 
people being used to create a 
"revolutionary climate” and 
a black-white confrontation.

“This legislation is put be¬ 
fore the house at a time when 
the province may encounter 
labor disputes which could 
have a serious impact on the 
public interest if collective 
bargaining should falter or 
break down,” Williams said. 
He pointed out that negotia¬ 
tions are about to begin in 
several key sectors. 

By keeping the lid on what 
was to come, the government 
created a sort of Suspense 
Theatre atmosphere for the 
Legislature’s pulblic gallery. 

The last tickets were gone 
an hour before the 4 p.m. sit¬ 
ting and long lineups — made 
up mostly of unicxiists — 
stretched snakelike through 
the hallways. 

Since the bill was merely 
introduced, the crowded gal¬ 
leries weren’t treated to the 
details. 

But they weren’t missing 
any high drama. 

Aside from the vast widen¬ 
ing of the essential services 
umbrella, the inclusion of 
economy as a danger signal 
and a new set of penalties 
that wx>ukl pour money into 
charity, there was little 
change from existing legisla¬ 
tion. 

The game seems to remain 
much the same* for the three 
groups already limited in 
strike avenues because of 
their essential service tag 
police, firefi^ters and health 
service employees. 

If there is to be a strike — 
as was the case with the Hos¬ 
pital Employees’ Ikiion in 
1976 — employees essential to 
the job would have to be de¬ 
signated ahead of time. 

’The three groups will still 
have the .right to elect binding 
arbitratlcli. 

However, where the rest of 
the public sector is concerned, 
the government would have a 
weapon that didn’t exist in a 
general way before. 

Until now, a strike could be 
headed off or halted only if 
deemed an immediate threat 
to life, health or safety. With

Nanaimo takes big Marathon step 


NANAIMO — A consortium 
of planners, developers and 
architects has been chosen by 
city council to carry out a 
^,000 feasibility study on the 



waterfront Marathon property 
here. 

Council approved toe choice 
of its special Marathon com¬ 
mittee at this week’s meeting. 

Awarded the contract for 
the study were the consortium 
of Howard Nemtin and As¬ 
sociates, development manag¬ 
ers and consultants; Ker, 
Priestman and Associates, en¬ 
gineering and planning, and 
Waisman, Dewar and Mac¬ 
Donald, architects and plan¬ 
ners. 

The group has agreed to 
have toe study on the 63 mil¬ 


lion pix^rty completed by 
Dec. 5 of this year. 

The cost of the study is 
being shared by the city, the 
Nanaimo Harbor Commission 
and tlie provincial govern¬ 
ment. 

Approval came Monday 
night for two other studies as 
well. Council gave the okay to 
a study on storm drains that 
will be used to seek funds for 
storm drain systems in the 
city. 

And, a 15,500 study was ap¬ 
proved for a public wharf on 
Protection Island. Residents 


of.the island have asked for 
toe wharf because they now 
are served by only <me com- , 
mercial dock. The study will 
determine the costs and engi¬ 
neering specifications for a 
wharf estimated to cost 
640,000. 

In other business, toe coun¬ 
cil agreed to participate in 
the province’s Captain Cook 
Bi-CenXennlal celebrations, and 
Mayor Frank Ney will appoint 
a committee to malte the 
plans. 

Total damage in toe Sep¬ 
tember oil tank farm fire on 
the city's watcrfrwit has been 


put at 62,279,400 by the city’s 
fire department. 

In toe fire department’s 
monthly report. Deputy Flare 
Chief T. MacDonald said that 
the damage in the Shell and 
Standard tank farm fire w'as 
$2,170,000 worth of fuel and 
6109.400 in vehicles. 

MacDonald said the oil 
companies had told him the 
fire was the worst of its type 
In western Canada in 50 
years. 

One volunteer fireman was 
killed in the blaze, and five 
firemen received minor inju¬ 
ries.

PORT ALBERNI — Motor¬ 
ists In Port Albemi have been 
subjected to a range of prices 
for their gas as far as 10 
emts apart as a new gas war 
succeeded a month-long ces¬ 
sation of competition. 

As before, toe battle was in¬ 
augurated at the “gas 
oomer” of toe dty — 10th 
Street and Redford Avenue — 
where fbur stations vie for the 
motoring dollar. 

First to break the generally- 
accepted new level <rf some 
86.9 cents a gallon was the 
Econo station on the comer, 
which went down two cents 
last Tuesday. 'Two self-serv’e 
outlets on the comer quickly 
followed suit. 

By Saturday, the war had 
heated to 77.9 cents, with 
prices dropping daily, and by 
now other stations In the city 
had started to follow the 
downward plunge. 

By this time, motorists 
were facing prices ranging 
from the old levels to 81.9 and 
ns low as 79.9 at most other 
outlets in toe cMy. Oniiy at toe 
one cOTner did toe prices 
range downward from suoh 
levels. 

The instigator of toe whole 
downward spiral, Econo, said 
it had its orders frwn the 
company in Vancouver. 

The manager of the station 
said that it was his company's 
policy to establish prices a 
penny below those of his com¬ 
petitors. 

The two self-seive outlets 
on the same comer had no 
comment except that they 
were instructed to meet the 
Econo prices. 

Other full-service stations in 
the city were caught in a 
squeeze, however. 

Joe Molly, who nn a Pa¬ 
cific station a few blocks 
away from the main actfen, 
said he had been told by his 
supplier that he could meet 
prices as low as 81.9, but had 
as yet received no clearance 
to go any further down toe 
price ladi^r. 

“I’m sure it will be a tem¬ 
porary thing anyway,” Molly 
said. “They can’t keep it up 
And make any money, so it 
will simply have to go back 
up again. 

“What bums me is if these 
other companies can afford to 
sell gas at these prices, why 
don’t they do it as a regular 
thing?” 

He estimated that in the 
week since the prices had 
started to drop, his business 
at the pumps had been off by 
some 40 per cent. 

Similariy, the operator of 
toe Green and Gold Sta¬ 
tion, a non-profit outlet run by 
toe kx:al IWA union. Al Biggs, 
said he didn’t know what the 
other stations were attempt¬ 
ing to prove with the drastic 
price cuts. 

“We’re down to 79.9, but we 
cant cut any more, and we 
sell at the lowest price we can 
as a matter of policy. They 
just can’t be making any 
money pumping it at a lower 
price than that,’’ he said. 

Something in the way of a 
break in the situation was evi¬ 
dent by M<mday morning, 
however. While the self-serve 
outlets remained,, at least for 
the moment, at the 77-cent 
level, Econo raised the price 
by a cent. 

It wotAd appear that toe 
w'ar could be short-lived, but 
where the prices will level off 
is a matter of conjecture. 

In the meantime, the sta¬ 
tions with the low prices are 


doing a land-office business, 
with cars lined up on the 
street on Saturday afternoon. 

The gas war has not been 
confined to Port Albemi but 
has been in evidence in 
Greater Victoria, other Van¬ 
couver Island ventres and 
many other B.C towns and 
cities. 

For some reason, however, 
the hostilities at the pump 
have not broken out in toe 
Lower Mainland.

Professor’s theory 


Price for the tranquil life

Canadian? r>ay a price for 
their peaceable hittory. 

They over-react to such 
problems now as the threat of 
Quebec separation, according 
to Dr. Ronald Sutherland, au¬ 
thor and professor of English 
at the University of Sher¬ 
brooke, speaking Tuesday in 
Victoria to the Women's Ca¬ 
nadian Club. 

In a speech liberally dashed 
with historical perspectives 
and Illustrative poetry, the 
English professor reminded 
the estimated 300 persons that 
doom for Canada has been 
predicted before. 

"Because of our relatively 
tranquil history, we tend to 
magnify problems, to over¬ 
react, as with the War Mea¬ 
sures Act to counter what 
James Cross called "a small 
group of kids trying to make 
a revolution." 

Cast a wary eye at a.\e- 
grinding politicians and fight 
bigptry. was the advice of 
Sutheriand who is optimistic 
that a new Confederation, 
stressing diversity, will result 
from the change in Quebec. 

Canachans, he said, should 
put the election of the sepa¬ 
ratist Parti Quebecois in the 
right persijeclive in fact 
applaud it as a welcome as¬ 
sertion of francophone iden¬ 
tity. 

He questioned whether the 
election of a government com¬ 
mitted to entrenching cultural 
and linguistic security doesn’t 


negate its own argument for 
separation. 

If these rights can be se¬ 
cured by a provincial govern¬ 
ment. what is the argument 
for separation? SutherlEmd ^ 
asked. 

The average Quebecer 
doesn’t want to risk poWtical 
separation: he simply wants 
recognition and a secure ter¬ 
ritory where hi* language and 
culture are predominant and 
respected, said Sutherland. 

The root cause of Quebec 
separatism is English Canadi¬ 
an bigotry * and prejudice, 
.Sutherland said. The swing in 
French - Canadian thinking 
corresponded to the time of 
Louis Riel, the Manitoba 
school question and the preva¬ 
lence of Orangemen in high 
jx)sitions. 

Bigotry now. he said, had 
become a twosided thing in 
both linguistic camps of Cana¬ 
da. 

"Politicians are exploiting 
fear. We could be heading for 
deep trouble if we allow the 
hate monger, absolutists and 
sensationEilists to manipulate 
us." 

To avoid this. Sutherland 
suggested "fraternizing with 


the enemy" as the best solu¬ 
tion. 

"We must fraternize, in¬ 
crease contacts and com¬ 
munication between fran¬ 


cophone and anglophone Ca¬ 
nadians." 

SutherlEUid said that ironi¬ 
cally tlie threat of separatism 
is increasing communication. 
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Make the 
mail 
system 
work better... 
We’re all for that! 

.MI of us want to see Canada’s mail system 
restored to sound health and working smoothly That’s 
to everyone’s benefit. But administrative contusion in 
the Post Office is the real problem right now. Three 
main pieces of Federal legislation, and at least three 
levels of authority, arc involved in running the 
system. So the desired results arc never delivered. 
.Ml ideas to improve the service arc ‘‘returned to 
sender’’. 

• The Public Service Staff Relations Act 

The outdated provisions of this Act are the source 
of all confrontations between the Post Office Depart 
ment and the Union over automation of the mail 
sorting system. 

• The Public Service Employment Act 

Under this Act. the Public Service Commissioa 
handles the hiring of all postal workers. In other 
words, the Department must depend upon another 
organization to supply the staff it needs. 

• The Financial Administration Act 

This Act stipulates that the Treasury Board, not 
the Department, is the actual Umployci of the postal 
workers. Since the Post Office Department is not the 
official employer, this means it has no Veal authority 
to negotiate collective agreements with the postal 
employees. 

So the Post Office Department in a way finds 
itself handcuffed by its complicated administrative 
structure. Of course we re all for making the mail 
system work belter, but what is needed first of all is 
a coherent organizational setup. 




8 years,

Ever since 1969, the Government has been fully 
aware of the general discontent within the postal 
system. Yet the situation has steadily worsened. Year 
after year, under a series of Ministers, studies costing 
millions of dollars, have followed one another in rapid 
succession.

Thus 
freed from the restrictions of the Public Service 
Staff Relations Act, it would be able to tailor its 
rules and regulations to its specific and distinctive 
needs. Automation, for example, would be planned 
with the goal of improved service, and not at the 
expense of the workers. 

b) Since it would have full responsibility for hiring 
and training its own personnel, the Corporation 
would be better able to match employees’ talents and 
abilities with the needs of each of its services. 

* Improved negotiations 

Fhc Crown Corporation would be able to negotiate 
directly with the Union, since it would not be 
governed by the I'inancial Administration Act. This 
would mean a rapid improvement in labour relations, 
now needlessly strained under the present incoherent 
administrative structure. 

* Increased efficiency... improved service 

Administrative and operational efficiency would be 

the first welcome results to spring from this new 
Corporation. Management, freed from the administra¬ 
tive tangle of "ihrce-lcvcl ” decision making, could 
return to its true function: planning new ways to 
serve the taxpayer better. The vast sums now being 
spent could be^ invested much more profitably in an 
efficient and businesslike manner.

Trudeau prepares for national 


OTTAWA (CP) - The fed¬ 
eral government is working 
on a new law that would en¬ 
able H to hold a national ref¬ 
erendum on Quebec separa¬ 
tion from Canada, Prime Min¬ 
ister Trudeau announced 
Wednesday. 

During Cbmmons flebate, 
Trudaou gava no details of 
the proposed legislation and 
his remarka were first in¬ 
terpreted as an announcement 
that a national referendum 
will be held. 

However, Paul Tellier, Tru¬ 
deau's main adviser on na¬ 
tional unity, quickly clarified

'The • surprise government 
action effectively ended any 
legal communication with and 
among South Africa’s blacks. 
The plospect was that moder¬ 
ate black leaders would be 
forced underground. 

In London, British Foreign 
Minister David Owen said; 
"The silencing of the voices of 
those who speak for the ma¬ 
jority in South Africa can only 


be a tragic setback" to the 
goal of a "new society" in the 
racially divided country. 

The crackdown, the 
toughest in this white-ruled 
nation since the early 1960s, 
came amid mounting attacks 
on , the government over the 
Sept. 12 prison death of Steve 
Biko, a major South African 
black nationalist it<^tivist. 

Justice Minister James 
Kruger said that the govern¬ 
ment was moving against or¬ 
ganizations, newspapers and 
people being used to create a 
"revolutionary climate" and 
a black-white confrontation. 

He said those detained in 
the raids would be held in 
"preventive detention" until 
the situation had "retuiTted 
to normal."

Jaworski made the state¬ 
ment in opening remarks as 
the committee began a na¬ 
tionally-televised hearing into 
what may become one of the 
worst scandals in congres¬ 
sional history. 

He said the Seoul regime 
has withheld co-operation in 
the investigation because he 
would not agree to drop the 
actiem before it reaches Into 
the South Korean govern¬ 
ment.

About 1,800 workers are af¬ 
fected by the ruling, which 
appears to make invalid a 
cost-of-living clause In the lat¬ 
est contract accepted by the 
locals, a CUPE official said 
Wednesday night. 

Area business represent- 
ativs Tom Smith has been 
studying the act which set up 
the Arvti-Inflaticn Board to try 
to detennine thf meaning of 
the ndlng and what impact it 
might have on the eontracl. 
the source added. 

"It is not a rollback, ap¬ 
parently,” the source said, 
"but apparently the ruling ob¬ 
jects to the automatic trigger¬ 
ing of the cost-of-living allow¬ 
ance clause if inflation is 
above six per cent in any one 
year of the contract.” 

Noting that the six per cent 
ceiling has already been ex¬ 
ceeded this year, the official 
said that the AIB ruling might 
make It necessary for other 
avenues of appeal to be ex¬ 
plored to obtain the cost-of- 
living clause. 

He added the nding also 
might mean aU seven locals 
— two each in Victoria, Saan¬ 
ich. School District 61 and one 
each in Esquimau and Oak 
Bay — "are currently without 
a contract and will have to 
start bargaining again."

The settle¬ 
ments provided an average 
six per cent in the first year 
and four per cent in the sec¬ 
ond, plus a dental plan.

Meanwhile, Murray Drew', 
li st-vice-president of the Vic¬ 
toria local of the International 
Woodw(*rkers of America, 
sought support from the Vic¬ 
toria Labor Council for the 
tourism boycott. 


Drew said the campaign 
would be launched next Mon¬ 
day at an IWA conventiem in 
Portland. The union move¬ 
ment tliere would be asked to 
back the Island unionists. 

A number of Vancouver Is¬ 
land tourism-oriented groups 


have said they intend to carry 
on with their intentions to sue 
the ferry workers’ union, the 
ferry corporation and the gov¬ 
ernment for losses reportedly 
»uffere«i during the ferry 
strik»*. 

Drew said the labor move¬ 


ment had been under attack 
because of the strike from 
such individuals as Recrea¬ 
tion Minister Sam Bawlf and 
Metoria Chamber of Com¬ 
merce president Allan Emery.

Mika challenges 

‘special’ handling

Aid. John Itlika has raised 
questions about what he calls 
"proposed special treatment” 
in the draft community plan 
of land at Douglas and 
McKenzie owned by Saanich 
Mayor Ed Lum. 

The questions, in a letter 
delievered Wednesday ta Aid. 
Fred Severson, clvairman of 
council’s lands, planning and 
housing committee, came on 
the eve of tonight’s crucial 
meeting of the committee 
which will deal with five 
aspects of the plan. 

Mika said that currently the 
entire northeast quadrant of 
the intersection is zoned A-1 
Rural with most of the land in 


Attempted-murder accused 
was fighting war’ 


‘felt he 


A man on trial lor attempt¬ 
ed murder believed at the 
time of the shooting incident 
that he was fighting in a 
world war, a psychiatrist said 
Wednesday in Victoria provin¬ 
cial court. 

Roger McDonald, 24. be¬ 
lieved on Feb. 25 that "a 
drastic war was going on in 
the world, and that he w’as a 
soldier in that war." Dr. Ken¬ 
neth McLeod of Victoria tes¬ 
tified. Judge Fred Giles pre¬ 
sided at the trial. 

McLeod works with the 
forensic unit of the Eric Mar¬ 
tin Institute, and said he had 
interviewed McDonald five 
tinges between Februaiy’ and 
Oct. 19. 

The shooting incident tf> 
which McLeod referred took 
place about 7 p.m. on July 25. 
when a person car- 
ried a rifle and briefcase into 
apartment 103 of the Quinto 
Manor on 3800 Quadra, sat 
down, took one or two sips of 
beer, and then fired the .303 
calibre Lee-Enfield rifle into 
the abdomen of one of the oc¬ 
cupants, Alan Kaukanen. 

Kaukanen told crowTi coun¬ 
sel Armand Petronio that 
McDonald, of no fi.ved 
address, wore green- 
camouflage, khaki-type cloth¬ 
ing that resemMed a military 
outfit. 

Based on subsequent Inter¬ 
views, McLeod said that 
McDonald "felt himself to be 
under attack, and at the same 
time, to be God." 

He said McDonald also be¬ 
lieved he w'as receiving in¬ 
structions from the devil. 

"He felt himself to be a 
member of a law enforcement 
agency, and that his mind 
was controlled ... he heard 
voices, and at times the 
voices directed his behavior. 

"At other times I Inferred 
that he felt the voice might be 
that of the devil," McLeod 
testified. 

McLeod concluded: "I wras 
left with the opinion tiiat 
there was evidence of a major 
mental illness." 

He said” that before going to 
Kaukanen’s apartment, 
McDonald heard a voice that 
said, "Get ready.” 

Questioned by the crown, 
McLeod at first said McDon¬ 
ald would have been "unable 
to appreciate, in the fullest 
sense of the word, the nature 
and quality of his act." 

But w’hen questioned later 
by defence counsel Patrick 
Sweeney, he said McDonald 
would have thought his ac¬ 
tions were "legally and mor¬ 
ally right,” particularly if he 
felt himself to be God, or on a 


mission of some kind, or part 
of a law enforcement agency. 

According to both the de¬ 
fence and crown, the crux of 
the trial was whether McDon¬ 
ald was sane or insane at the 
time of the shooting. 

McLeod and another psy¬ 
chiatrist. Dr. Joseph Joseph, 
clinical director at the Foren¬ 
sic Institute in Essondale tes¬ 
tified that McDonald suffered 
from schizophrenia. 
Schizophrenia Is a chronic 
disease that affects human 
behavior and usually requires 


Planning for the new Vic¬ 
toria General hospital on 
Helmcken Road encountered 
yet another obstacle, this one 
of undetermined size, Wednes¬ 
day night.

The pediatricians recom¬ 
mended that obstetrics, new¬ 
born medical services, and 
pediatrics be kept at one site, 
preferably the Royal Jubilee. 
The PJehmond Pavilion could 
be made into a regional obste¬ 
trics facility at a cost of about 
S? million, as opposed to the 
$6.6 million which obstetric 
services will cost at tlie new 
hospital, they said. 

The beds freed at the new 
VictcMia General for other 
than obstetrics use vvxxild in¬ 
crease the number of general 
medical beds at the hmpital, 
answering a pressing need 
there, th^ said. 

The pediatricians had sever- 


continuous medical treatment. 

Joseph said the McDonald 
was at Essondale from 
March 4 to Sept. 1. During 
that time McDoiald told staff 
that he was an RGMP under¬ 
cover agent, that he had writ¬ 
ten symphonies which were 
stolen from him when he was 
arrested, and that the staff 
was trying to poison him.
